John Grossman, a New England busi- 
nessman, is back home in Quincy, Mass., 
after a visit to Russia. While there he 
presented a dozen new prayerbooks and 
other religious articles to the only re- 
maining Moscow synagogue. He has told 
the synagogue “had no new equipment 
since Communism’s inception 40 years 
ago.” To his surprise, the Russian offi- 
cials permitted him to take the items 
into the country without the least objec- 
tion. He said they seemed quite indiffer- 
ent; they simply checked the items off as 
though they were unimportant. 


Datelines 

Spain: In a special report from Madrid, 
a New York Times correspondent re- 
cently declared that the Foreign Minis- 
ter of Spain is being urged to support a 
charter favorable to Protestants. The 
report hinted that the, Foreign Minister 
has discussed the possibility sympa- 
thetically. However the correspondent 
warned: “The path toward legislating 
a charter specifically establishing the 
rights and responsibilities of Protestants 
—and perhaps also of other tiny reli- 
gious minorities such as Jews and Mos- 
lems—is likely to be long and rocky.” 


South America: In Colombia the Presby- 
terian Church has joined the growing 
number of national churches to become 
independent. After 103 years of mission- 
ary effort in Colombia, the United Pres- 
byterian Church in the U.S.A. has turned 
over its equipment and institutions to 
the small national church. The national 
church will now take over assignment of

The Philippines: Two American mission- 
aries were befriended by head-hunters 
after crawling from their wrecked plane 
in the wilds of northern Luzon. “Those 
tribesmen did everything in their power 
to make us comfortable till help arrived,” 
said the 30-year-old pilot, Lee R. German 
of Cozad, Neb. He and his companion, 
Fred D. Pennoyer, 39, of Port Angeles, 
Wash., were en route to help establish 
a mission station in a jungle area when 
the plane crashed. 


South America: In Chile, reports indi- 
cate that religious liberty is getting sup- 
port not found elsewhere south of the 
border. Protestants recently won ap- 
proval for the showing of the film 
“Martin Luther.” It was so successful 
that a second run was imperative. Most 
significant was the fact that the board 
of censors—under strong pressure to ban 
the film—voted without opposition for 
the showing. All votes were favorable, 
with only one abstention. The spirit of 
negotiatons between Protestant leaders 
and political officials was most unusual. 


Belgrade: The British and Foreign Bible 
Society is still unable to work freely in 
Yugoslavia. No Bibles have been printed 
in that country since the communists 
took over and the government will not 
permit the importation and distribution 
of large quantities of Scriptures. The 
government permits the society to im- 
port about 200 copies of the Bible a 
month, by registered mail. Prior to 
September, 1956, the society imported 
about 60,000 copies annually. 


Church-Press 

Recommended: A report of a special com- 
mittee of the recent Norwegian Bishops’ 
Meeting in Oslo, suggested that a 
Church Information Bureau be estab- 
lished. As no funds were available for 
such a project, the Bishops proposed 
that the Norwegian Journalist Academy 
give students more detailed information 
concerning church affairs. A_ similar 
overture was made to the Clergymen’s 
College to let journalists explain prob- 
lems of the press to future clergymen. 
In addition, the appointment of a spe- 
cial church staff member to the Nor- 
wegian News Bureau was urged, and the 
Norwegian Church Academy was asked 
to take up the subject of church and 
press for discussion. 

A new leadership training center has 
been acquired by Christian Service Bri- 
gade. The 1,800-acre northwoods campus 
is situated between Cedarville and Pick- 
ford in the Upper Michigan Peninsula. 
It was a gift to CSB from H. J. Taylor, 
Chicago businessman. Announcement of 
the new facility was made by Joseph 
Coughlin, founder of CSB, just as the 
organization had completed the 20th 
year of Brigade history.

A Time tor Looking Up 


Another Thanksgiving season is almost upon us. Again 
America has overwhelming cause to give thanks to God 
for His mercies—for blessings of life, liberty and abun- 
dance all the more striking when one considers the almost 
world-wide need presented in the article, “Want Stalks 
the World” (p. 14). 

We do well as a nation to set aside a day for thanks to 
God and for pausing to realize that all these blessings 
are from Him. They have not been won by our own 
wisdom or strength or righteousness. Neither have these 
things just happened. It is God who gives the harvest, 
who restrains catastrophe, who surrounds us with His 
providences. 

Recognition of these things should not only prompt us 
to thanksgiving, but should turn our eyes to God and our 
indebtedness to Him. Indeed it is our awareness of Him 
and our dependence on Him that should concern us most. 
For Scripture tells us that it was when men “glorified 
him not as God, neither were thankful” that their hearts 
were darkened. Then sin did its work. Man gave up 
God and, finally, God gave up man (Rom. 1:26). 

In spite of ICBM’s and conferences at the summit, the 
fact is becoming increasingly clear that our nation’s 
greatest cause for fear is inside our borders in the sicken- 
ing increase of lawlessness and evil here at home. Unless 
this can be checked, our enemies from outside will not 
need to risk a hot war. They can merely wait for decay 
within to do its deadly work. 

Almighty God through His Son Jesus Christ has pro- 
vided the only antidote for sin in the human heart and in 
the nation. May this Thanksgiving turn us toward God, 
not only in gratitude for mercies in the past, but in fear 
and supplication for our nation’s future. 


A “New Hymnbook? 


A news item in Time magazine stated not long ago that 
the music director of one of our great denominations, in 
planning a new hymn book for the denomination, has 
taken a stand against the inclusion of “gospel hymns.” 
His argument was that such music is not in keeping with 
the current trend towards formalism and liturgy in church 
worship. Furthermore, he claimed, the gospel hymns are 
“musically bad” and “theologically inadequate.” 

Now it is true that some of the “gospel hymns” of re- 
cent vintage inspire us to something less than worship, 
and the lump that arises in our throat could not be inter- 
preted by any stretch of the imagination as a sympathetic 
response. But hymns of such stature as “Blessed As- 
surance” and “What a Friend We Have in Jesus,” which 
over long years have lifted the hearts of thousands of 
congregations to spontaneous worship and praise—are 
these to be classed in the same category? Do they, as 
this music director claims, only serve as a “dupe” and a 
“dope” for the Christian church? 

What about such hymns as “O For a Thousand 
Tongues,” “Rock of Ages,” “Amazing Grace,” “Come We 
That Love the Lord,” “The Old Rugged Cross,” “Fling 
Out the Banner,” “Come Sinners to the Gospel Feast,” 
and scores of others? Must they, too, be tossed into the 
discard as no longer pertinent to our day? 

Any criterion by which these hymns are judged 
“musically bad” and “theologically inadequate” has little 
relevance to the spiritual needs of mankind—or to spiritual 
reality at all. And it seems to us that the church where 
a false formalism sweeps the gospel hymns out the door 
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close its doors altogether. It has corrupted the Great 
Commission. More than this, by the same standard 95 
per cent of all the hymns in the hymn book could be 
thrown out. For though a true Biblical theology may be 
disavowed in the pulpit, thank God you can still find it in 
the hymn book! 

We are most happy that strong voices are being raised 
within the denomination in hearty protest against such 
a tragic mutilation. 


What Price Unity? 

In an editorial in April, 1958, we wrote of the proposal 
to absorb the International Missionary Council, an asso- 
ciation of mission councils at home and on the foreign 
field, into the World Council of Churches, the loosely knit 
but ecumenically minded world assembly of churches. 
Speaking as an observer, we called attention to certain 
problems arising from the diversity of groups and doc- 
trinal positions held by these groups. 

One problem grows out of the fact that the International 
Missionary Council now includes groups which are carry- 
ing on missionary work in territory dominated by Eastern 
Orthodoxy affiliated with the World Council. 

Orthodox representatives In the World Council recently 
spoke out on the subject. According to a Council release, 
Metropolitan James of Philadelphia, representing the 
Ecumenical Patriarchate of Constantinople, urged the 
Council to “remain what it is—a council of churches.” 
His church wants to continue in the World Council of 
Churches, but “our fears remain.” 

The representative of the Greek Orthodox Patriarchate 
of Alexandria, Egypt, Metropolitan Parthenios of Pelou- 
sion (Carthage) declared, “for us Orthodox the word 
‘mission’ is something we fear. I don’t know why. It’s 
my tradition. For this reason I say to you, ‘Go slowly!’” 

If the merger does go through, as seems likely, it ap- 
pears certain that the International Missionary Council 
will lose the support of some mission councils who do 
not want close affiliation with the World Council. (The 
Congo Protestant Council has already withdrawn.) At 
the same time the World Council faces the possibility of 
a rift in its membership if the merger is completed and 
constituent members continue their present missionary 
activity in Orthodox areas. It would appear that the 
Council can forestall such a breach only by limiting in 
some way the activities of mission groups, either halting 
missionary work in countries where Eastern Orthodoxy 
is dominant or reassuring this group that its missionary 
arm will not countenance one member communion’s 
proselytizing from another. 

At any rate it appears that the search for unity and the 
lowest common denominator will go on. If it does, mis- 
sions under the World Council of Churches will lose even 
more of their vitality than they have already lost. And 
the independent groups, already outnumbering the others 
in their American missionary force, will forge even 
further ahead in aggressive missionary activity. 

The situation reminds us of a history professor we 
once knew. He had just given a brief talk on the great 
merits of broad-mindedness. Then he brought himself up 
short and remarked, almost ruefully, “But I will have to 
admit as a historian that it is the narrow-minded people 
who have got things done—the people who were single- 
minded in their purpose.” H.R.C. 
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Locked Languages 

One of the important frontiers of mission work is that 
of Bible translation. 

During the last twenty-five years one organization, the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators, has been used of God not only 
to undertake translation work in 200 tribes on 11 fields but 
to give linguistic training to more than 4,000 missionaries 
from 50 mission boards. Scripture portions have been 
translated in 100 languages; seven New Testaments have 
been published or are on the press and ten more New 
Testaments are undergoing revision prior to publication. 

This is one side of the translation picture. The other is 
more gloomy. Between 2,000 and 2,500 languages remain 
which have not yet been touched. At least 2,000 tribes 
remain which are almost as shut off from the gospel as if 
they lived on other planets. 

Each of these languages can be analyzed, reduced to 
writing and mastered for translation of the Scriptures. 
Experience has shown that natives who will attend classes 
one hour a day can be taught to read those Scriptures 
within three months. 

How long will it take to reach 2,000 or 2,500 tribes? 
This is the question Wycliffe Bible Translators ask as they 
observe their twenty-fifth anniversary this fall. The need 
is for prayer, for workers and for funds. 

We parents train young men and women to serve the 
Lord in many ways—as pastors and pastors’ wives, in 
business and the professions, in trades and all the rest. 
But what about this field? How wonderful to have a part 
in sending a young man or woman to open the ears of an 
entire tribe to hear the Word of God! 

The choice is not for us, of course. God leads in all 
such things, and young people must make their own re- 
sponse. But should we not make sure they have a chance 
to catch this vision? 


You Can Be Sure 

Recently a pastor friend, returning from a conference 
in a certain Eastern city, commented on hearing religious 
broadcast after broadcast on a given Sunday without once 
hearing the plain facts of salvation. Another person, a 
layman, recently spoke up in our hearing to ask in all 
seriousness how one could be “sure that your [Bible] 
teaching is right.” 

Such remarks remind us that there are great numbers 
who no doubt are genuinely confused at the clamor of 
voices concerning religious matters. Each claims to have 


the truth, yet many are in seeming conflict with one an- 


other. How can one know for certain who is right? Or 
is there any “right” belief at all? 

There is an encouraging answer, of course. There is 
indeed a way that is “right,” that stands all tests. Not 
only can it be found, but the finder can know for sure that 
he has found the truth. 

For the sake of those who want to learn this truth but 
who have come to suspect all proffered answers, let us set 
out some basic principles. 

1. Realize first of all that you do not seek a mere sys- 
tem of thinking or belief—you are looking for the truth. 

2. Use the Bible as your measuring stick. Ask for 
Bible authority for what you are told is true. Go to it 
yourself. No other book reveals what the Bible reveals— 
about God, about men, about this life and the next. 

3. Be encouraged by the fact that God is on your side. 
He wants you to know the truth. Many a man has cried 
out, “Show me Thy way,” and found this prayer the 
key to understanding. 

4. Realize that as you read the Bible you are reading 
the Word of God, that you are listening to the voice of 
God. Believe what it says. Obey its instructions. 

5. Beware of groups which put more weight on books 
“explaining” the Bible than on the Bible itself. 

6. The Bible speaks about personal sin, about how to 
be freed from the guilt of sin and how to receive a new 
kind of life. It speaks of the death of Christ for sinful 
men and of the necessity for faith in Him. (Count the 
number of times you find the words “believe” or “be- 
lieveth” in the Gospel of John.) But do not expect to 
understand that life or all the Bible says about it, until 
you meet God’s conditions and receive that life yourself. 

7. You may test your faith on the basis of Bible 
promises. If you have been cleansed from your sin, the 
Bible says that you will be a different person (II Cor. 
5:17), that you will love other Christians (I John 5:2), 
that you will understand the Bible in a way you never 
did before (I John 2:27). 

8. Finally, if you want to know the truth about what 
God’s Word says, be willing to seek answers diligently for 
yourself. You would not take an important financial 
step without careful investigation. How much more im- 
portant it is to be certain where your eternal soul is 
concerned! 

Be sure that you can find the answers you seek. Jesus 
said, “Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you” (Luke 11:9).

task. Millions of refugees from East 
Germany, Israel, Pakistan, Tibet, China 
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Stalks 


and North Korea present a _ pathetic 
problem. Add to these homeless refugees 
the millions of other needy people 
around the world and you begin to feel 
the deep meaning of Wendell Rockey’s 
words about our island of lush prosper- 
ity in an ocean of poverty, hunger and 
distress. 

God has blessed the United States 
with abundance. Vast resources, brilliant 
achievements in science and technology, 
a free society and a dynamic economy 
have united to bring us to heights of 
material productivity never before known 
to man. Both our natural resources and 
our human skill of hand and brain are 
the gifts of God. We are His creatures 
and stewards of His vineyard. The 
abundance which is ours and the poten- 
tial productivity within our grasp are at 
once blessings to be enjoyed and a trust 
to be administered in the name of God 
and in the service of mankind. 

What are we doing with this trust? 

It would be impossible to review all 
that is being done by evangelicals but 
we have surveyed a representative cross- 
section so that Moopy MONTHLY readers 
might have a clearer basis for prayer 
and action. Here are the results of 
this survey on a _ country-by-country 
dasis. 

Germany. Since the end of World War 
II some 10-million refugees have es- 
caped from behind the iron curtain into 
West Germany. Most of these have come 
through West Berlin, an island of free- 
dom 120 miles behind the Communist 
iron curtain. It is because Berlin is the 
one weak link in the Communist chain 
that Russia has whipped up such frantic 
protests in recent months. 
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One of the top independent evangelical 
groups faithfully laboring in Berlin and 
West Germany is Eastern European 
Mission, headed by Paul B. Peterson, a 
39-year veteran of missionary work in 
Europe. Since 1945 a steady stream of 
relief goods, consisting of food, clothing. 
shoes and bedding weighing many tons, 
has been sent by EEM (164 N. Euclid 
Pasadena, Calif.). All distribution is 
done by the organization’s own highly 
trained representatives, and through 
their evangelistic center many who come 
for food and clothing have found Jesus 
Christ as Saviour. 

Peterson, who has just returned from 
a three-month survey of his mission’s 
work throughout Europe, reports that 
conditions in Berlin are grim beyond the 
imagination of the average American 





Christian. Refugees must stay for long 
periods in over-crowded camps. Men, 
women and children live and sleep in 
dormitories without convenience and 
without a semblance of privacy. 

In order to reach Berlin the typical 
refugee has had to come as a shopper 
or a worker—this to avoid the suspicion 
of Communist police. He has left behind

his home and keepsakes. He has left his 
bank account, his job, his friends. He 
has what he could wear and nothing 
more. Many of them are highly educated 
professional and business people. Now 
they are hungry and cold and unwanted. 
While they wait for relocation the hope 
that gave them courage to flee slowly 
ebbs. Despair overwhelms the bravest 
and it is at this moment that Christian 
help—food, clothing and the gospel— 
is desperately needed. 

Greece. K. Paul Yphantis, executive 
secretary of the Greek Evangelical Mis-

sion (88 Tremont St., Boston 8, Mass.) 
estimates that 400,000 Greeks live in 
makeshift huts. These are not what you 
would call slum people, but unfortu- 
nates who have lost almost everything 
during recent wars and revolutions. The 
greatest areas of these people are found 
in Athens, Piraeus and Thessalonica 
There are smaller areas in Patras and 
elsewhere. Among these poorly housed 
undernourished people tuberculosis is 
still rampant. Some that 
at least 25,000 children in have 
no one to care for them 

A Sunday school teacher recently 
ported that out of her class of some 220 
pupils 180 were tubercular due to malnu- 
trition and lack of proper care. Last win- 
ter people stood in the snow, barefoot 
while clothing was obdeing distributed

Egypt. A striking picture of the need 
here is given by the World Relief Com- 
mission of NAE (12-19 Jackson Ave., 
Long Island City 1, N.Y.), which reports 
on the experience of an orphanage 
(1,227 children under 14 years of age) 
administered and directed by American 
missionary, Lillian Trasher. Recently 
the orphanage’s powdered milk supply 
was running dangerously low. The in- 
stitution’s cows gave only enough fresh 
milk for the infants and powdered milk 
is not available anywhere in Egypt. A 
shipment on its way from America for 
some reason was delayed. As a result 
milk rations were cut in half at break- 
fast and the kindergarten children were 
not given their cup of milk at recess. 
When the last tin of powdered milk 
was gone the staff decided to try putting 
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“Bread for my brother is a spiritual concern. . .”

syrup instead of milk on the breakfast 
food. It would seem incredible that hun- 
gry orphans and faithful missionaries 
should be reduced to longing anxiously 
for a little powdered milk while the 
American public worries about huge sur- 
pluses being piled up here at home. 

In Egypt and surrounding Arab coun- 
tries there is the critical problem of 
some one million Arab refugees from 
Palestine. In the tiny Gaza strip alone 
no fewer than 230,000 refugees and 80,000 
natives are completely marooned and 
in great need of help.

Cuba. Nearer home the Cuban revolu- 
tion has left thousands of destitute 
people who have lost their homes and 
jobs and literally face starvation. The 
bright promises of hope offered by Cas- 
tro have faded, and instead of democ- 
racy a tight-fisted, pro-Communist dic- 
tatorship controls the nation. In one 
week this summer Christians in America 
sent 150,000 pounds of beans, 56,000 
pounds of clothes and a million vitamin 
pills to Cuba. One Christian observer 
recently said, “It is a life and death 
urgency to get outside relief supplies to 
Cuba.” 


India. Because of underdevelopment 
and overpopulation India has long been 
a gigantic land of want. Now there is 
the new problem of refugees. Three 
million refugees who have flied to India 
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from East Pakistan since the partition 
are still sleeping and starving in the 
streets of Calcutta—a region chillingly 
called “the human dead sea.” Ove R. 
Nielsen of Lutheran World Relief esti- 
mates an additional 21,000 refugees have 
recently crowded into India from tiny 
Tibet. 


Hong Kong. A million refugees—the 
second heaviest refugee concentration 
per square mile in the world—are living, 
sleeping and dying on the sidewalks, 
rooftops and in the caves of Hong Kong. 
A recent count showed 110,000 squatter- 
refugees living on rooftops. Cold and 
hunger have invited another enemy— 
tuberculosis. Missionaries laboring there 
have pitifully meager means to cope 
with this staggering problem. 


Formosa. Much of the work of the 
World Relief Commission, NAE, in For- 
mosa is handled through the rather 
amazing missionary couple, James and 
Lillian Dickson. Their ministry is so far- 
reaching that Mrs. Dickson was recently 
flown to America to appear on the na- 
tional television program, “It Could Be 
You!” Their work is both among the 
needy Chinese and the hard-to-reach 
tribes people. Bob Pierce’s World Vision 
(Box O, Pasadena, Calif.) joined the 
Dicksons this summer in _ obtaining 
emergency aid for 145,000 who lost every- 
thing in the great August floods. 


Korea. Because of the many Christians 
in Korea and the recent war we took 
part in there, Americans have been par- 
ticularly concerned with the need of

This work is having a spiritual impact 
in addition to relieving the staggering 
physical suffering. In seven months 3,000 
of those being fed confessed to accept 
Christ as Saviour. World Vision cur- 
rently has a part in caring for an addi- 
tional 13,000 orphans. In every case and 
in every land the amount of help that 
can be given is limited only by the will- 
ingness of American Christians to supply 
warm clothing and money for food and 
medicine. 

Exactly how can Moopy MONTHLY 
readers help at this Thanksgiving time? 

First they can check with their own 
churches to see what is being done. A 
church with a missionary vision can be 
a‘transformed group. Such is the report 
of Pastor C. T. Walberg, of the Congre- 
gational Church of Christ, Redondo 
Beach, Calif.. who comments on the 
“surge of blessing” in every phase of the 
church as a result of its missionary 


outlook. “We are a small church (seating 
only 226),” he says, “but in a few short

years since we’ve stressed missions our 
income has increased five times with 
most of it going to missions.” This small 
church collects and ships literally tons 
of relief supplies (clothing, medicine, 
soap, etc.) to missionaries around the 
world. 

If your church does not have a relief 
program, you could contact any of the 
groups already mentioned or other 
missionary groups mentioned or adver- 
tised from time to time in these pages. 

Veterans in the relief field have 
learned some practical do’s and don’ts. 
Don’t send parcels to unfriendly coun- 
tries. Authorities levy a high duty and 
often confiscate the shipment.

HE first national Thanksgiving Da) 

was not celebrated in New England 

but in the land of Israel. King 

David inaugurated the custom some 
3,000 years ago. The Bible does not record 
any such celebration previous to that 
time. Others after David led the people 
of Israel in songs of thanksgiving, but 
always according “to the ordinance of 
David, king of Israel” (Ezra 3:11 and 
Neh. 12:24). It was his influence more 
than any other which led the nation in 
a spirit of praise. 

The first national day of thanksgiving 
came when David installed the ark of 
the covenant in the tent he had pre- 
pared. For the occasion he composed the 
beautiful psalm given us in I Chronicles 
16:7-36, part of which is included in 
Psalm 105. “On that day,” we read, 
“David delivered first this psalm to thank 
the Lord into the hand of Asaph and 
his brethren.” 

It was a beautiful expression of grati- 
tude, beginning with the words: 


Give thanks unto the Lord, call wpon 
his name, make known his deeds 
among the people. Sing unto him, 
sing psalms unto him, talk ye of all 
his wondrous works. 


Such praise was the fruit of many 
years of faithfulness on the part of their 
covenant-keeping God. It marked a high 
point in His dealings with them. 

Apparently it takes something out of 
the ordinary like this to move us, as 
they were moved, to give thanks to Him. 
The ordinary things of life (which are 
often just as wonderful) we are apt to 
take as a matter of course. That is why 
the apostle reminds us to “be... thank- 
ful,” and “whatsoever ye do in word or 
deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him” (Col. 3:15,17). 


+ Davip possessed a rare capacity fol 
gratitude. And apparently he never lost 
it, for “by the last words of David” the 
Levites were ordained “to stand ever) 
morning to thank and praise the Lord 
and likewise at even” (I Chron. 23: 27- 
30). To make this service even more 
delightful it was accompanied by music 
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one grand theme runs through them all 


The men whom David and his captains 
separated to this service were to 
prophesy “with a harp, to give thanks 
and to praise the Lord” (I Chron. 25:3). 

Near the close of his life, again we 
find David leading his people in thanks- 
giving to God, after they had “offered 
willingly to the Lord” for the building 
of the Temple. “And David the king also 
rejoiced with great joy.” 


Wherefore David blessed the Lord 
before all the congregation: and 
David said, Blessed be thou, Lord 
God of Israel our father, for ever 
and ever. Thine, O Lord, is the great- 
ness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the majesty: 
for all that is in the heaven and in 
the earth is thine; thine is the king- 
dom, O Lord, and thou art exalted 
as head above all. Both riches and 
honour come of thee, and thou reign- 
est over all; and in thine hand is 
power and might; and in thine hand 
it is to make great, and to give 
strength unto all. Now therefore, our 
God, we thank thee, and praise thy 
glorious name (I Chron. 29:10-13). 


Utterances like these, we would as- 
sume, should make lasting impressions. 
But except for the time when the trum- 
peters and singers made “one sound to 
be heard in praising and thanking the 
Lord (II Chron. 5:13) at the dedica- 
tion of Solomon’s temple, we find in the 
Scriptures no further reference to any 
special day of thanksgiving until the 
reign of the good king Hezekiah. 

Things had changed greatly by that 
time. The nation was no longer a unit 
under one king. Division had rent Israel 
in twain soon after the death of Solomon. 
And before long both factions fell into 
idolatry with all its horrible practices. 

In the days of Hezekiah, however, God 
graciously sent revival. Temple worship 
was restored, and the ordinance of the 
passover, which had not been kept for 
a long time, was again observed. As evi- 
dence of their sincerity in all of this, the 
people broke their idols in pieces “and 
threw down the high places and the 
altars out of all Judah and Benjamin, 
in Ephraim also and Manasseh, until 
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they had utterly destroyed them all” 


(II Chron. 31:1). 


And Hezekiah appointed the courses 
of the priests and the Levites after 
their courses, every man according to 
his service, the priests and Levites 
for burnt-offerings and for peace- 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise in the gates of 
the tents of the Lord. 
(II Chron. 31:2) 


But since David first arranged the 
courses of the priests and Levites, this 
revival of the temple service was only 
the renewal of something long discon- 
tinued. Thus we see how the influence 
of a grateful soul flourishes even in days 
of darkness and declension. Would to 
God it had lasted! 


+ In the generation following, Manas- 
seh, Hezekiah’s wicked son, promptly 
abolished all the reforms instituted by 
his father. And for more than a half 
century thereafter, “Manasseh made 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to err, and to do worse than the heathen, 
whom the Lord had destroyed before 
the children of Israel” (II Chron. 33:9). 

Near the close of Manasseh’s life, 
however, after the Lord had severely 
chastised him at the hands of the king 
of Assyria, “he besought the Lord his 
God, and humbled himself greatly be- 
fore the God of his fathers.” 


Shorily before Judah was carried 
away captive to Babylon, the Lord 
graciously gave another revival. That 


was in the days of king Josiah. The 
temple was repaired, the book of the law 
recovered, and a covenant was made 
before the Lord to walk after the Lord 
and to keep His commandments. But 
we read of no thank-offering, nor of any 
day of national thanksgiving. 

It is refreshing, therefore, to read 
that in the days of the restoration after 
the captivity 


. when the builders laid the foun- 
dation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with cymbals, to 


‘““The Lord is good”’ 


praise the Lord, after the ordinance 
of David king of Israel. And they 
sang together by course in praising 
and giving thanks unto the Lord; be- 
cause he is good, for his mercy en- 
dureth for ever toward Israel” 

(Ezra 3:10,11) 


In so doing they went right back to the 
standard set by David, and actually used 
the same song which he had composed! 

Some years later, “at the dedication 
of the wall of Jerusalem, they sought 
the Levites out of all their places, to 
bring them to Jerusalem, to keep the 


dedication with gladness, both with 
thanksgivings, and with singing, with 
cymbals, psalteries, and with harps” 
(Neh. 12:27) 


Truly this was a momentous occasion. 
They could not restore the magnificence 
of Solomon’s temple, nor the dazzling 
splendor of his reign. And yet they could 
and did celebrate with grateful hearts 
the fact that God had brought them into 
the land of their fathers. And since 
many of them had never seen the land 
before, their rejoicing is all the more 
remarkable. 

Here we read again that they did all 
of this “according to the commandment 
of David, and of Solomon his son. For 
in the days of David and Asaph of old 
there were chief of the singers, and songs 
of praise and thanksgiving unto God” 
(Neh. 12:45,46). This reference to “the 
commandment of David” is unmistake- 
able proof of the enduring influence of 
this man of God who first led his people 
in public thanksgiving to the Lord. 


+ In the Psalms are recorded some of 
the motives which prompted David to 
sing the praises of his God. In Psalm 18 
he tells us how God delivered him from 
his enemies and gave him victory over 
those who sought his life. The title of 
this psalm informs us that Saul was 
one who pursued him with such murder- 
ous intent. David seems to have had 
but few friends at this time. Even those 
among whom he sought asylum were 
ready to betray him. But the Lord de- 
livered him out of their hands, and his 
heart response was, “Therefore will I

sure, are very much like those who 

live in most other Christian homes. 

We like the same things — pleasant 
conversation, books and magazines (espe- 
cially those written by Christians), taking 
part in the life of our church, evenings 
with friends, a trip to the park every now 
and then. We thought our home was a 
made-in-heaven kind of home. And it 
certainly was a happy one—until we got 
our TV set. Then what happened to thou- 
sands of others happened to us. We be- 
came TV addicts. 

The affliction—and I don’t mean that 
term lightly—is no different from many 
organic diseases. It comes on slowly, 
quietly, getting worse without your being 
aware of it, until one day you realize that 
you’ve got it and that it has reached a 
critical stage. 

Of course, we never thought that we 
would get it. We were rather selective at 
first. We chose our programs carefully— 
or thought we did. I went more for the 
outdoorish programs, my wife for the 
family situation things. And we enjoyed 
them. 

Then gradually the one or two pro- 
grams a night stretched into three, four, 
a half dozen. By the time I became con- 
scious of what was happening we were 
spending virtually all our evenings in

front of the little screen. There came a 
time when it was too much trouble to 
even change channels. We would sit 
there hour after hour, taking in what- 
ever came on, good programs and bad. 

We chased villains through dark can- 
yons with Wyatt Earp ... grinned at the 
antics of Ozzie and Harriet .. . held back 
the tears through many a “This Is Your 
Life” .. . sweated out quiz programs with 
the participants .. . and got enmeshed 
in absurd situations with Bilko. 

Now, don’t get me wrong. We weren’t 
taken in by the quality of the programs— 
or lack of quality. Many of the plots were 
timeworn, the dialogue hackneyed, and 
we knew it. And I’m not saying that 
some programs weren’t beneficial. Billy 
Graham used to have a fifteen minute 
program that we never missed. And for 
a while there were Percy Crawford and 
Jack Wyrtzen and some local church pro- 
grams. News, discussion and special event 
programs were also enlightening to us as 
Christians—like “Meet the Press,” the 
presidential nominating conventions, the 
Kefauver crime hearings. 

But the fact of the matter was, we had 
become slaves of that mahogany and 
glass machine that stood in the corner. 
Night after night we clicked on the dial 
and let ourselves be hypnotized. We 
watched. And watched. And watched. 


Eyes tired, backs stiff—still we watched. 
We had been caught. We were addicts. 


+ On, we didn’t let it go so far as to keep 
us from our family and personal devo- 
tions. And our church life didn’t suffer. 
At least, so we thought. But still—TV was 
taking far, far too much of our time. 
Our lives had begun to rotate around that 
picture tube. 

When a pair of youngsters came to be 
part of our family, they became snared 
also. By the time she was two, our little 
girl could hardly wait in the morning to 
tumble downstairs for Captain Kangaroo, 
to be followed after breakfast by a steady 
stream of kids’ programs—some good, 
some mediocre, some just plain useless. 

When the neighbor’s youngsters wanted 
her to come out and play she would yell, 
“Okay, as soon as Romper Room is over!” 
And we noticed that she had little time 
for coloring books and other creative ac- 
tivities. 

Gradually my wife and I began to 
realize that the disease had sunk in deep. 
Magazines went unread. Visits to friends 
were a thing of the past. Dust gathered 
on books on the shelves. And, worst of all, 
my wife and I found that we were becom- 
ing conversationally dry. The 17 inch 
screen had slowly, deftly, stealthily mes- 
merized us. 
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The day the set went out of order, we 
realized just how serious was our plight. 
We roamed the house that evening at a 
loss for something to do. We could hardly 
wait till the fixit man arrived. 

I thought about past generations— 
without TV. How did they ever get along? 
It was then I made up my mind that it 
was time for drastic action. I resolved to 
break the habit. 

While going over the Scriptures one 
evening strength was put into my resolve. 
I was reading Romans 12, the second 
verse, and I came across the warning, 
“Be not conformed to this world.” Even 
though it was late in the evening I was 
still sufficiently awake for Paul’s admo- 
nition to hit me right between the eyes. 

Conformed to this world? That’s exact- 
ly what the TV had done to our home. 
And I was ready to admit it. 

It may sound silly, but the next morn- 
ing while I was thinking about this I 
went into the living room and looked at 
that mahogany box. Wood, tubes, wires, 
glass—that’s all it was. I could wreck it 
in less time than it takes for one aver- 
age-length laxative commercial. That 
settled it. I was going to beat TV. 


+ THaT evening, after the youngsters 
were put to bed, I strode into the living 
room and stood in front of my wife. 
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“T want five minutes of your time,” I 
said. She gave me that look she reserves 
for conveying her what-on-earth-are- 
you-up-to-now reaction. 

I went into our problem—our ailment 
—detailing the effects TV was having on 
our home, our children, our personalities, 
our spiritual stamina. And I said it was 
time we did something about it. My wife 
agreed readily—it was almost as if she 
had been waiting for me to take some 
positive action about that glass monster 
in the corner. 

So we sat at the table and formulated 
our strategy. We knew immediately that 
to solve the problem we would have to 
do one of two things: either throw out 
the TV or control it. 

For a while we toyed with the former 
idea. But the more we thought about it 
the more we realized that for all its bad 
points the set had some good points too. 
It didn’t make sense to us to scrap an in- 
strument which, like our telephone and 
refrigerator and oil burner, could serve 
us well—if we kept it in its place. 

If we threw out the TV because of its 
bad features—tobacco and liquor ads, for 
example—then logically we must give up 
our daily paper and many of our maga- 
zines. They too carried ads for “Winston” 
and “Pabst,” often in gaudy three and 
four color displays which by comparison 


made our TV black and white commer- 
cials look pretty pallid. 

Then, to be consistent, we must scrap 
our radio, too. And we must stop riding 
the city bus and elevated, all of which 
shouted these and similar wares at us 

We got another surprise in our survey 
Comparing the merits of TV with our 
newspapers and magazines it dawned on 
us that in a way TV wasn’t as bad as 
some of these other media of communica- 
tion. Hard liquor advertising, for ex- 
ample, was barred from television, despite 
repeated attempts of the whiskey people 
to elbow in. But in some papers and 
magazines that came to our home, ads 
for the stuff blared relentlessly at us, 
often in an uncouth and downright re- 
pulsive manner. 

And what about the admittedly bene- 
ficial points of TV? Throwing out our 
set, the same as if we scrapped our radio 
or newspaper or magazines, would de- 
prive us of these too, wouldn’t it? 

Obviously, then, control of our viewing 
of television was the logical and Chris- 
tian answer to our ailment. Gradually, 
step by step, we worked out our strategy. 
These were the items: 

1. Our televiewing would be selective. 
No more sitting back, taking in program 
after program, never getting up to switch 
channels or to click off the dial. We

2. Our televiewing would be limited 
time-wise. One hour at the most in the 
morning for the youngsters. From several 
good kids’ programs we chose a couple of 
thirty minute features we felt matched 
our standards and contributed to our 
children’s upbringing. In the afternoon 
no more than thirty minutes. Again we 
would screen the program carefully be- 
fore giving the go-ahead. The same went 
for the evenings—one ‘our, no more 
was allowed. 

This was made clear—all members of 
the family were to abide by this schedule 
without fail. There were to be no excep- 
tions, no quibbling, no rationalizing, no 
saying “just this once we’ll overlook the 
rules.” Period. 


+ ALL this happened some time ago. The 


We read 
again as we used to, enjoy records, have 
time for pleasant evening walks, the 
study of the Word and the nurture of 
our spiritual health. There is more time 
for frolic on the floor with the young- 
sters.

But, in a manner of 
speaking, TV too was the victor. For now 
that we pick our programs carefully, 
skimming the cream and letting go the 
rest, television is no longer a mixture of 
four parts second-rate to one part first- 
rate. It is quality clear through, we feel, 
imparting to our home life a pleasant 
and enriching flavor. 

Like all the other gadgets in our house 
which God in His goodness has given us— 
things like the telephone, the radio, the 
washing machine—we still have TV. But 
it’s under control. No longer do we serve 
it. It serves us. END

Be Mindful of the Words! 


By S. Maxwell Coder 


third chapter of II Peter into two 

equal parts, but there is something 

noteworthy about the entire chapter 
which should not escape our attention. 
Chapter 3 contains the four final exhor- 
tations of Peter before he laid down his 
pen. Two of these are in the first half, 
and two are in the last half. They form 
an outline of truth, comprehensive in 
scope, wonderful to contemplate and 
easy to remember. Listen to these four 
admonitions: 

Beloved ... be mindful of the words 
spoken by Old Testament prophets and 
New Testament apostles (vv.1,2). 

Beloved ... be not ignorant of the rea- 
son why God has not yet brought judg- 
ment upon the ungodly (v.8). 

Beloved, be diligent in living for Christ 
so that you will be ready to meet Him at 
His coming (v.14). 

Beloved, beware lest you fall from your 
own steadfastness (v.17). 

Here is an outline, found right on the 
open page of your Bible, which you might 
want to underline and use later if you’re 
asked on short notice to give a Bible 
message. If you can remember a few 
thoughts about each of these great ad- 
monitions, you will be able to speak with- 
out notes and with little preparation, 
knowing that your message will be bibli- 
cal, and that it will speak to the hearts 
of your listeners in four important areas 
of truth: their relationship to the Bible 
itself, to the lost around them, to their 
own spiritual lives and to sin. 

Another thing deserves notice about 
chapter 3. It contains two questions re- 
garding the return of our Lord: the ques- 
tion of unbelief and the question of faith. 
Scoffers in the last days before He comes 
back again are depicted in verse 4 as say- 
ing, “Where is the promise of his com- 
ing?” Believers are asked in verse 11, 
“Seeing then that all these things shall 
be dissolved, what manner of persons 
ought ye to be in all holy conversation 


| or convenience it is best to divide the 
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and godliness, looking for and hasting 
unto the coming of the day of God 
9% 

Here are two attitudes. Unbelief scoffs 
at the promise of Christ’s second coming. 
Believers are so stirred by the same 
promise that they seek to live godly lives 
in view of His appearing. 

It is convenient to break the first half 
of our chapter into four parts: Mindful 
of the Word (vv.1,2); Skeptical of the 
Word (vv.3,4); Ignorant of the Word 
(vv.5-7); Taught by the Word (vv.8,9). 

The first of these is an exhortation: Be 
mindful of the Word. It helps us under- 
stand why the two epistles of Peter were 
written. In both of them the apostle stirs 
up the pure, or sincere, minds of Chris- 
tians by way of remembrance that they 
may be mindful of the words spoken by 
Old Testament prophets and New Testa- 
ment apostles. 

We all need such reminders. Peter is 
not writing to carnal, forgetful believers, 
but “to them that have obtained like 
precious faith” (II Pet. 1:1). Everyone 
today who exercises faith in Christ must 
rejoice to see how Peter gives supreme 
importance to the Word of God. He 
emphasized this in his first chapter; here 
it is again in his last. 

One function of the memory is to stir 
up the mind. It is possible to know a 
precept of Scripture, even by heart, and 
also to act contrary to its teaching—until 
something jogs the memory. Then the 
memory stirs the mind to action, and 
wrong conduct is corrected. 

What does the apostle want his readers 
to be mindful of? The words which were 
spoken before by the holy prophets—that 
is, the Old Testament—and the com- 
mandment of the apostles of the Lord 
and Saviour—that is, the New Testa- 
ment. In like manner Jude says, “I will 
therefore put you in remembrance” 
(v.5) and then speaks of Old Testament 
truths. Later he writes, “beloved, remem- 
ber ye the words which were spoken be- 


fore of the Apostles of our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (v.17), which words are found 
in the New Testament. 

Peter is not interested in setting forth 
any new revelation. He simply restates 
old and precious truths. In doing so, he 
supplies us with another motto which 
stands out of the text as a solemn exhor- 
tation, “Be mindful of the words!” This 
is a clear indication that the apostle be- 
lieved the words of Scripture are in- 
spired, and not merely the thoughts or 
concepts which the words express. In 
our last study we had occasion to refer 
to I Corinthians 2:13, where Paul de- 
clared that the things he wrote were 
given, “not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy 
Spirit teacheth.” 

Paul also wrote that “all Scripture is 
inspired of God” (II Tim. 3:16). This 
does not say men were inspired, for the 
Bible never speaks of inspired men. It 
is the language, the words, which are in- 
spired. Holy men of God were so moved 
by the Spirit that what they put down 
on parchment were the words of God. 
The Word of the Lord came to the writ- 
ers of Scripture. Not only did the Spirit 
come, the Word itself came to them. 

Not one jot or tittle will pass from the 
Word until all be fulfilled, said Christ in 
Matthew 5:18. A jot is the tiniest Hebrew 
letter, looking like our comma. A tittle 
is the smallest pen stroke used in a 
Hebrew letter, like the dotting of an “i” 
or the crossing of a “t.” On the original 
parchment, every sentence, word, line, 
mark, point, pen stroke, jot and tittle 
were put there by God, working in holy 
men of old. Our Bible is made up of 
words chosen by God Himself—words to 
make us weep and to make us sing, words 
of comfort, words to inspire, instruct and 
direct us, words of salvation, words of 
reproof and correction, words of glory, 
verily, the words of God! 

What words does the apostle intend 
that we should be mindful of? All of 
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This command of the Risen Christ is 
being carried out through over forty 
radio stations in the United States 
and nine foreign countries. Beamed 
to State of Israel every Saturday.

them! All Scripture is inspired of God, 
and is profitable. Of course, few people 
could memorize the entire Bible or even 
remember everything it requires of us, 
but everyone can be mindful of what it 
says by searching its pages daily. As we 
read it, the Holy Spirit speaks to us 
through a verse in Genesis, the Psalms, 
the prophets or a passage from the New 
Testament. 

We can hardly be mindful of the words 
of the Bible unless we familiarize our- 
selves with them. This passage in II 
Peter almost demands a daily quiet time 
when we allow God to speak to us 
through His Word. It also piaces the Old 
and New Testaments together as of equal 
authority. 


The New is in the Old contained; the 
Old is by the New explained. 
We cannot neglect either Testament 


without loss. Nor dare we to assume that 
any New Testament apostle is more, or 
less, inspired than any Old Testament 
prophet. Peter speaks of them in terms 


| of equality and we are to give careful 


heed to their words. 


+ THE second division of our text has to 
do with men who are skeptical of the 
Word (vv.3,4). We are to be mindful of 
the words of the Bible, knowing that 
“there shall come in the last days scoff- 
ers, walking after their own lusts, and 
saying, Where is the promise of his 
coming?” 

Note well, it is to be in the last days 
that such men will appear. This is a 
prophetic passage. One way by which 
God's people will be able to tell that the 
closing days of the present age have 
arrived is to be the appearance in Chris- 
tendom of men who will scoff at the 
Word of God, particularly its hundreds 
of promises regarding the personal com- 
ing of our Lord to the earth again. 

Each generation of believers doubtless 
has witnessed some degree of scoffing at 
the teaching of Scripture, but those who 
live during the days of which Peter writes 
will not need to be convinced by argu- 
ments or statistics that the last days 
have come. This particular sign, together 
with many others given in the Bible, will 
be unmistakable to the instructed Chris- 
tian. 

What will these men be like? Not only 
will they scoff at the Scriptures; they will 
walk after their own lusts. They will not 


be holy men of God. I am reminded of 
an illustration. In a Bible class which 
I taught many years ago there was a man 
who opposed certain passages in the Bi- 
ble, no matter how plainly they were 
written. He did this while professing to 
be a true Christian, claiming it was a 
matter of interpretation. He could not 
endure the literal meaning of some texts. 
Several weeks after this scoffer dropped 
out of the class, a sin was made public 
in his life. It was clear that, while he 
was opposing the plain meaning of God’s 
Word, he had been walking after his own 
lusts. The verse before us was mentioned 
by members of the class as completely 
illustrated in his life, even though noth- 
ing more than his scoffing attitude could 
be seen for a long time. 


+ A THIRD division of our theme appears 
in verses 5-7. Men are willingly ignorant 
of the Word. They willfully forget, or 
ignore, what is revealed in the first chap- 
ter of Genesis. God spoke, and the heav- 
ens appeared. He spoke again, and the 
waters under the heavens were gathered 
together, and the dry land appeared 
(v.9). 

Here is a double reference to God’s 
Word. His spoken word brought the ma- 
terial universe into being; His written 
Word was given that we may know what 
happened at the beginning. God has 
made it possible for men to know these 
things, but some remain in conscious 
ignorance of what He has revealed. In 
spite of their willful disregard of divine 
Revelation, God’s Word stands un- 
changed. 

Verse 5 reminds us that God’s word 
brought the heavens and the earth into 
being. Verse 6 takes us on to the subse- 
quent time when God spoke again, de- 
creeing the end of the old order by means 
of a flood of waters. Verse 7 looks on to 
the future and announces that the same 
word of God has stored up and reserved 
the present creation for purging by fire. 
It is only His word that holds this world 
together until His time has come to bring 
it to an end. 

Peter is here simply restating familiar 
Bible teaching. The written Word of God 
contains many passages referring to this 
terrible future “day of judgment and per- 
dition to ungodly men.” Malachi 4:1 
reads, “For, behold, the day cometh, that 
shall burn as an oven; and all the proud, 
yea, and all that do wickedly, shall be 
stubble: and the day that cometh shall 
burn them up, saith the Lord of hosts.” 
Isaiah 66:15 prophesies that “the Lord 
will come with fire.” There are many 
other passages. The outstanding new fact 
revealed to us through Peter is the place 
of the Word in the future “flood of fire,” 
as the early church called the coming 
day of judgment upon the ungodly. 


+ THE fourth part of our present study

He bows his head obediently 
as his father says a few words of grace, 
but opens one eye to survey the table 
critically. Turkey, dressing, mashed po- 
tatoes, carrots, corn. .. He nods in 
sober little-boy approval, then quickly 
closes both eyes just in time for the 
amen.... 


The beggar boy walks on alone. He stops 
to dig briefly through another garbage 
heap, then moves on to the shelter of a 
railroad bridge. Another boy is already 
there —a nondescript beggar boy like 
himself who looks up with dull, lack- 
luster eyes, then moves aside a bit with- 
out a word of greeting.... 


“Good night, Dear? “ "Night, Mommie?’ 
Prayers over, the boy curls up drowsily 
on the clean sheets. His mother turns off 
the light, pauses for just a moment in the 
doorway with a gentle smile as his quiet 





another glass of cold milk, replenishes 
the supply of tasty cookies. 


The sun sinks behind the distant moun- 
tain, and the Korean sky is streaked 
with breathtaking color. But the beggar 
boy’s eyes are lowered to the dusty road 
beneath his aimless, plodding steps. He 
pulls his ragged garment around him, 
shivers a bit in the twilight chill, then 
wanders on... 


Time for Thanksgiving dinner now, and 
the boy joins the rest of the family at

breathing indicates he is already on his 
way to a little-boy dreamland. ... 


And in far-off Korea, a ragged little beg- 
gar lifts his eyes for a long moment to 
look at the now star-studded sky. Some 
vague, wordless question stirs within him 
as just for a moment he looks up into 
the infinite. Then, unconsciously and al- 
most imperceptibly, he shrugs his shoul- 
ders, bows his head, tries to sleep.... 


Neither of these pictures is the least bit 
exaggerated. Thank God for the little

| sand years as one day. 


speaks of those who are taught by the 
Word (vv.8,9). The apostle moves from 
those whose faces are turned toward per- 
dition to those whose faces are turned 
toward God. What a world of assurance 
flows from that word in verse 8, “be- 
loved!” We are those whom God loves 
and to whom He reveals His eternal pur- 
poses. When he says to us, “be not ignor- 
ant of this one thing,” we take up the 
pages of holy writ and examine with 
intense interest what God has said. 
Some special importance must be at- 
tached to any subject introduced by such 
an exhortation. Seven times in the New 
Testament it is said that Christians are 
not to be ignorant of a certain truth, and 
this is one of the seven. 

An important secret of history is re- 
vealed in verses 8 and 9. Why has God 
not intervened in the history of the hu- 
man race long since to bring to an end 
the sin and wickedness of men? Because 
He loves them and does not want any to 
perish. 

God does not see time as we do. A day 
means much to us. We divide it carefully 
into hours and minutes. Our days are 
numbered and soon gone. “The days of 
our years are threescore years and ten; 
and if by reason of strength they be 
fourscore years, yet is their strength 
labor and sorrow; for it is soon cut off, 
and we fly away” (Ps. 90:10). 

But with God, it is revealed that one 
day is as a thousand years, and a thou- 
Our lifetime to 
Him is a very small part of one day. 


| Wrote the Psalmist, “A thousand years 


in thy sight are but as yesterday when 
it is past, and as a watch in the night” 


| (Ps. 90:4). 


Since this is so, we must not apply our 


yardstick to the purposes of God. If He

is pleased to prolong the age of the 
Church so that it reaches to 2,000 years 
after Pentecost, or 3,000 years perhaps, 
It will be as two or three 
days from the viewpoint of eternity. We 
must not forget that our God is carrying 
on an eternal purpose. He is settling the 
sin question forever.

stand why. 

When war engulfs the world, and cruel 
men persecute the saints, and there is 
great suffering, with multitudes dying 


| Violent deaths, we are not be be ignorant 


of what is revealed about God's clock. 
He will make everything right some day, 
and in the meantime He has been pleased 


| to tell us why He lets the age go on and 
on. 


It is not a sign that He is slack or 


| tardy in fulfilling the promises He has 


made. It is rather a demonstration of 
His grace, for He prefers repentance to 
judgment. The key to postponed judg- 
ment is His longsuffering. 


Has this not been illustrated in the 
experience of most of us? We heard the 
gospel many times before we responded 
and received Christ as our own Saviour 
from sin. Had God permitted us to have 
only one opportunity, where would we 
now have been? It would ill become any 
of us to desire the shortening of the age 
of grace while God still seeks the sal- 
vation of those who are living in sin. Let 
us by all means pray the last prayer of 
the Bible and continue to ask that the 
Lord may come quickly, but let us pray 
our prayer with II Peter 3:8 in view. If 
Christ does not return for another thou- 
sand years, it will still be today, in the 
sight of God, from whose perspective we 
shall ultimately view all of time. 

They will know peace of mind who 
obey the admonition not to be ignorant 
of the true reason for what may appear 
to be a delayed second advent of Christ. 
They will rest in Christ, hoping for His 
coming at any time, but living and work- 
ing as though His return will be in the 
far distant future. And they will be 
thankful for the opportunities God still 
gives to work for Him, reaching those 
for whom His longsuffering waits while 
it is still day and before the night comes 
when no man can work. END

ness is the knowledge of what has 

hindered attainment in the past. 
This our God has graciously given us, 
through the solemn and humbling work 
of self-examination in which we have 
been engaged. Sin has been discovered 
in our life—sin indulged, sin tolerated, 
sin excused—and that has been the se- 
cret of failure. Achan-like, these sins 
have made us helpless in the face of 
our enemies. 

The next step is to learn how to be 
delivered from these sins. How is my 
heart to be so changed that the evil 
thoughts, evil imagnations, evil desires 
which have dwelt there shall no longer 
govern my thinking? How is my temper 


\V: have already seen that the first 
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to be broken, so that it shall not be the 
source of pain it has been? How is my 
tongue to be tamed, so that neither in 
public nor in private shall it again speak 
enviously, bitterly, uncharitably? In 
short, how am I to be cleansed? 

We shall take the story of the leper 
in Matthew 8:1-4 to teach us. It is cus- 
tomary to use the leper as a type of 
the unsaved sinner. However here we 
will use the leper as a type of the be- 
liever in need of cleansing. Sin is, with- 
out doubt, just as repulsive to God 
in a saint as in a sinner. 

The story of the leper reveals to us 
three stages in obtaining the blessing of 
cleansing for the believer, and with these 
we must successively deal. 


I. Cleansing Required 

“When he was come down from the 
mountain,” says Matthew, “great multi- 
tudes followed him, and behold, there 
came a leper” (Matt. 8:1,2). A leper! 
Look at him. Do you not feel at once 
that here at least cleansing is required? 
Here is vileness. The leper was the very 
type of impurity, and as we look on him 
we feel how fitly chosen the type was. He 
is as repulsive as death. He bears about 
him the emblems of death. His face and 
arms and limbs are swollen. His hair is 
white. Tumors appear on his jaws. His 
breath is noisome. His whole person is 
fitted to inspire loathing. 

A. Here is conscious vileness 

This man knows he is vile. He is not 


self-deceived. He does not congratulate 
himself that he is getting better when he 
is daily nearing death. 

B. Here is confessed vileness 

This man is not self-deceived, and he 
makes no effort to deceive others. He 
does not cover up his sores and endeavor 
to make himself out to be as clean as 
other people. He has his head bare, he 
has on the leper’s garment, and from his 
lips day after day comes the mournful 
cry “Unclean . . . unclean!” 

Here you have not only vileness, con- 
scious and confessed, but you have vile- 
ness that despairs of cleansing itself, yet 
knows that unless cleansing is obtained, 
death will ensue. 

C. Here is chronic vileness 

This man had no hope of obtaining 
cure from any earthly source. His dis- 
ease was beyond the power of man to 
check. Yet he would not willingly face 
death while a chance of life remained. It 
was the desperateness of his case that 
led him with heroic courage to break 
through the ceremonial law and risk 
being stoned, that he might cast himself 
at the Saviour’s feet. 

Seeker after holiness, look on that 
leper, for in him you have a picture of 
yourself. There you may see yourself in 
the mirror of God’s Word. Do you rec- 
ognize the likeness? Do you acknowledge 
it? Sin, that awful disease of which 
leprosy was but the type, has hold of 
you. The remains of it are in you, still 
tainting you, poisoning you, corrupting

you, as the leprosy poisoned the blood of 
that man. 

You are vile. But are you consciously 
vile? Do you feel your need of cleansing? 
Have you awakened to realize your true 
condition before God? Have you ever 
been perfectly honest with God about 
the sin in your life? Have you given up 
forever the endeavor to establish your 
own righteousness? 

Thank God if you have. Thank God 
if, through the searching to which God 
has subjected you, you have been so con- 
victed of anger, pride and evil speaking, 
of ambition and avarice, of selfishness 
and prayerlessness, that all strength is 
taken from you, and you cry, “We are all 
as an unclean thing, and all our right- 
eousnesses are as filthy rags; we all do 
fade as a leaf; and our iniquities like 
the wind have taken us away” (Isa. 
64:6). 

But if you are consciously and con- 
fessedly vile, have you come to know, or 
do you know now, that you cannot 
cleanse yourself. Do you know that no 
strength of will or length of struggle on 
your part will shake off the grip of these 
sins and that cleansing is a blessing 
which you must receive if you would 
escape the chastisement of God? 

Fellow believer, do you realize the 
urgency of the question of holiness? Do 


| you remember that the Scripture says, 


“Follow peace with all men, and holi- 
ness, without which no man shall see the 
Lord” (Heb. 12:14)? And have you been 
shut up to Christ for holiness? Once 
you were shut up to Him for righteous- 
ness and then eternal life became yours. 
Have you realized that as He is your 
righteousness, so He is your sanctifica- 
tion (I Cor. 1:30)? 


| II. Cleansing Requested 





We shall still keep our eyes on the 
leper, for as he has taught us that 
cleansing is required, he will also teach 
us how cleansing should be requested. In 
what the leper was, we find a picture of 
what we are. In what the leper did, we 
find a guide to what we must do. We 


| notice three things in the leper’s con- 


duct, when seeking the blessing of 
cleansing, which are worthy of our imi- 
tation. 
A. He came to Jesus 

That means on the surface of it that 
he realized that Jesus was the only One 
who could help him. This man was past 


| trust in men. He had ceased from man, 


whose breath is in his nostrils (Isa. 
2:22). And he no longer trusted in places. 
The temple to him was where Jesus was. 
The presence of Jesus,made a spot more 
sacred than the presence of all religious 
leaders. He hoped for blessing only where 
Jesus was. 

Would that all who seek after holiness 
might get this far! Many think that if 
they are to get great blessing, it must be 
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| through some man or through going to | 


some place. May God help us all to cease 
from man, to cease from places and to 
come to Jesus. 

But to me the words, “A leper came to 
him,” mean more than this. To me 
there is deep teaching in the contrast 
that I find between the conduct of the 
multitude and the conduct of the leper. 
We read, “When he was come down from 
the mountain, great multitudes followed 
him. And behold there came a leper.” 
The multitudes follow; the leper comes. 
There is a world of difference between 


| the two words. The multitude is behind 


Jesus, a throng, a crowd, a mass all to- 
gether; the leper is in front of Jesus, and 
he comes alone. The difference is that 
between curiosity 


may induce people to follew; need will 


| make a man come. Need made this man 


which | 


willing to stand forth in the presence of 
the crowd, owning himself a leper in 
need of cleansing. 

Will you come to Jesus in the same 
way? Perhaps the reason sin has so 
long held dominion over you is that you 
have been afraid to confess your need of 
cleansing and ashamed to come to Jesus 
to seek it. 

B. He worshiped Jesus 

That word “worshiped,” followed as it 
is by the word “Lord,” seems to me to 
convey a far deeper meaning than “He 
did obeisance.” There is no teacher like 
need, and again and again we find in 


the gospel story that the blind, the 
palsied and the lepers attained to a | 
knowledge of Jesus Christ which the | 


scribes and Pharisees never reached. | 
Here was a man who felt that Jesus | 

was a prophet and more than a prophet. 

He was the Lord of man, and the leper 


| was willing to acknowledge Him as Lord. 


When he knelt before Jesus, it was to 
make an absolute surrender of himself 
to Jesus and to put himself without re- 
serve into His hands. Are you willing 
thus to worship Jesus? Are you prepared 
to make an absolute surrender of your- 
self to Him? Do you want to be made 
whole? Then prostrate your whole being 
before Jesus in the Spirit-inspired ut- 
terance of the word “Lord.” This must be 
done. Without unconditional, unreserved 
surrender, the blessing of cleansing can- 


| not be obtained. 
C. He prayed to Jesus

He worshiped Him, saying, “Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean.” 
This was in many respects a model 
prayer. It was simple, short, direct and to 
the point. But, above all, it was a prayer 
grounded on a glorious faith in the 
power of Christ. This was a prayer that 
did not dare to limit God. There was a 
glorious audacity about it. It asked a 
boon that no earthly power could grant. 
But it refused to measure the Christ of 
God by earthly standards; it refused to | 
believe that to Him anything was im- 


and need. Curiosity | 
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| possible. And so it honored God and 


brought its answer. One might almost 
say with reverence that a faith like that 
made it almost impossible for Christ not 
to cleanse the man. 

Seeker after holiness, consciously vile, 
incapable of cleansing yourself, will you 
pray like that? Can you pray like that? 
Can you kneel down, as you read this 
chapter, before the Christ of God, and 
say, “Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make 
me clean”? Believest thou that Christ 
can do this for thee? Do you believe that 
Jesus Christ can cleanse you from im- 
pure thoughts, bad temper, envy, malice, 
pride and every evil thing? Have you 
ceased to say, “Can God?” Have you 
learned to say, “God can”? Then rejoice, 
for your deliverance is at hand. You are 
ready for the next step. 

We have seen cleansing required, and 
cleansing requested. We have now to see: 


III. Cleansing Received 

How simple is this scene, yet how im- 
possible adequately to describe it! There 
is the Master in all the strength of His 
young manhood and in all the joy of 
His early ministry. And there at His feet, 
kneeling in humble adoration, is the 
leper, loathsome, noisome, repulsive. 


| Round about is the crowd, pressing for- 
| ward eagerly in its curiosity, yet shrink- 





ing back with fear and disgust, filled at 
once with wonder at the audacity of the 
man and at the reception Jesus is giving 
him. 

But the scene does not last long. In 
the solemn silence those near can hear 
the words of self-renouncing, God- 
honoring faith: “Lord, if thou wilt, thou 
canst make me clean” (Matt. 8:2). Then 
they can see the hand of Jesus put forth 
lovingly to touch that poor body from 
which others shrank. 

As He touches the leper, they hear 
the words, “I will; be thou clean.” And 
as the word is uttered, they see a change 
come over the leper. A flush passes across 
the pale face; the despairing look gives 
way to one of overwhelming joy; the 
cringing stoop and feeble gait, which 
befit the man who was an outcast from 
society, give way to the upright attitude 
and firm tread. 

Without a word being said, they know 
what has been done. A miracle has been 
wrought; the leper has been cleansed. 

Here let us note very carefully how 
this cleansing was received. 

A. Cleansing was received simply 

The leper received it as a gift. In no 


| sense did this leper cleanse himself. From 


him all ground of boasting about being 
clean was taken away. 

B. Cleansing was received supernat- 
urally 

His cleansing came directly from 
Christ. The finger of the Lord was laid 
on him, and from the Lord into his dis- 
eased, poisoned, corrupted, festering body 


there flowed mighty currents of life, new 
vigor, new vitality, which re-created the 
blood and sent it surging through the 
veins, expelling disease and bringing new 
life to every fiber and tissue of the man’s 
being. 

C. Cleansing was received suddenly 

Let us not forget that “Jesus put forth 
his hand and touched him, saying, I will; 
be thou clean; and immediately his 
leprosy was cleansed.” The leper received 
his cleansing suddenly. So it ever is 
when the almighty Saviour works. It is 
not a gradual recovery, coming as the 
reward of faithful observance of innu- 
merable hygienic rules, but an instant 
healing, coming as the gift of a loving 
Saviour. 

In the same way you may receive 
cleansing; in the same way I would al- 
most say, you must receive it, if you 
receive it at all. You cannot cleanse 
yourself. By no strength of will, however 
great, or by no amount of self-discipline, 
however stern and long-continued, can 
you drive evil thoughts out of your heart 
or expel the temper, malice, hate, envy 
and selfishness that lodge there. 

But Christ can do it. What you never 
could earn, what you never could buy, 
you may receive without money and 
without price. Jesus is able and willing to 
give cleansing of heart, and you may 
receive it now if you will. There is no 
need for your remaining another mo- 
ment under the power of those sins and 
habits that have caused such pain and 
failure. You may receive cleansing as the 
leper did—instantly and by a touch. If 
you come as he did, making an absolute 
surrender of yourself to Jesus, and say- 
ing, “Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make 
me clean,’ He will say to you, “I will, be 
thou clean.” 

Whether you feel it or not, God’s Holy 
Spirit will fill your heart and take pos- 
session of you, new pulses of spiritual 
life will beat through all your being, and 
you will be cleansed. The old lust, the 
old malice, the old hate, the old avarice, 
the old selfishness will wither in the 
presence of the Holy Spirit. The indwell- 
ing life will expel death; the indwelling 
Spirit will expel corruption. You will be 
cleansed. 

|The Bible teaches us that as believers 
we possess two natures. One is the “old 
man,’ an inheritance from Adam; the 
other is the “new man,” a product of 
the new birth in Christ. The old nature 
is never eradicated, but victory over it 
may certainly be achieved. Such victory 
requires obedience to the Word of God 
as well as yielding to the power of God. 
As the Word of God has shown us our 
sins, we need to yield to the power of 
God to cleanse us from these sins. The 
yielding and the obedience are not 
merely once-for-all experiences, but both 
must be maintained day by day and 
moment by moment. 
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ONE BY ONE, in city after city where 
our missionaries labor, Jews are coming to 
Christ. The trickle of past years has become 
a steady stream as the seed patiently sown 
is now coming to harvest. Visit a few fields 
with us: 


Mexico City—Our missionary chatting 
with an ex-rabbi at an open street 
level window .. . friends stop by, 
one of them a professor who shows 
interest . . . professor visited at his 
home, invites missionary to return 
for further talk about Messiah. 
Mexico City—3 years of periodic pa- 
tronage of a Jewish restaurant,, wit- 
nessing to patrons over a cup of 
coffee over objections of owner...a 
mass invasion with Christian young 
people to hand out Testaments to 
patrons ... amazingly, the owner 
also asks for one, encouraging others 
until 50 are distributed, lingering to 
ask many questions, showing real 
spiritual hunger. 

Tucson, Ariz——26 Jews have seen the 
Passover film, “What Mean Ye By 
This Service’—most of them pri- 
vately in their homes... the small 
daughter of the missionaries brought 
three of her playmates and their 
grandmother into the house after 
play, where the grandmother was 
brought under deep conviction. 
Portland, Ore—A Jewish druggist 
arguing “each man can come to God 
his own way” was shown the danger 
of substituting another drug for the 
one specifically prescribed. His in- 
terest is deepening toward convic- 
tion. 

Seattle, Wash.— Arrangements were 
made for a number of Jewish chil- 
dren to attend a Christian summer 
camp for a week ... An orthodox 
Jew wanted to hear the Missionary’s 
story of his trip tc Palestine this 
spring, an opportunity for witness 
that brought him to confession that 
Jesus must be the Messiah. 


So the witness continues, day 
and night, as our missionaries 
present Christ to Jews in this and 
other lands. Pray for this great 
work. Maintain it by your gifts. 
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Having obeyed the Word of God to the 
best of our ability through the enabling 
power of the Holy Spirit, we may now 
learn the secret of victory over sin 
through yielding to the cleansing power 
of God. While Christ imparts the power 
to live a cleansed life, we must receive 


this cleansing for ourselves. We must 


| also progress in holiness of life by obey- 


ing the Word of God, deliberately yield- 
ing to the Lord Jesus and resisting evil. 

The next chapter, “The Secret of Con- 
tinuing,” 
day by day yielding to the Lord is the 
means whereby the cleansing we have 
received can be maintained in our lives. 
In other words, deliverance from sin’s 
dominating and defiling power involves 
both a crisis and a process.]

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IN THE STUDY 


Pesher—Pesharim—Peshar 


The three words forming the title for 
this study will be quite strange to most 
readers, but will have new meaning, 
I trust, hereafter. I opened the new work 
by Professor F. F. Bruce, Biblical Exr- 
egesis in the Qumran Texts, with keen 
expectation, because the title would 
seem to indicate that these pages were 
worth careful study, and because Dr. 
Bruce is one of the leading conservative 
biblical scholars of our generation and 
speaks with authority. 

My expectations were more than ful- 
filled in the very first pages. I do not 
know when in some years I have found 
so much light thrown upon a word in 
the Old Testament as Dr. Bruce has cast 
upon the word “interpretation” in Eccle- 
siastes 8:1 and a cognate word frequently 
appearing in the Book of Daniel. Instead 
of trying to summarize what the author 
has said, I should like to quote the en- 
tire passage, by the kind permission of 
the publishers, the William B. Eerdmans 
Company of Grand Rapids. 

“The kind of interpretation found in 
the commentaries is introduced to the 
reader under the name pesher, and in- 
deed the commentaries themselves have 
come to be referred to as pesharim. It is 
with this kind of interpretation that we 
are concerned in this chapter. 

“The Hebrew word pesher appears only 
once in the Old Testament—in Ecclesi- 
astes 8:1, ‘who knows the interpretation 
of a thing?’ The context there implies 
that to know this kind of ‘interpretation’ 
is something that calls for wisdom. And 
this is amply confirmed when we con- 
sider the thirty occurrences of the cog- 
nate word peshar in the Aramaic part of 
the Book of Daniel. There it is used of 
Daniel’s interpretation of Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s two dreams and of the writing on 
the wall at Belshazzar’s feast; and also 
of the interpretation of Daniel’s first 
vision, supplied by one of the attendants 
at the heavenly judgment scene. 

“While the root p-sh-r is not found in

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the Hebrew part of Daniel, the same 
idea is conveyed there by such common 
roots as byn, yd’, skl and ngd—in refer- 
ence, for example, to the angelic reinter- 
pretation of the seventy years of Jere- 
miah 25:11 f. (29:10) as seventy heptads 
of years (Dan. 9:2, 24 ff.). 

“The pesher, then, is an _ interpre- 
tation which passes the power of ordi- 
nary wisdom to attain; it is given by 
divine illumination. But it follows that 
the problem which requires interpreta- 
tion of this order is no ordinary prob- 
lem; it is, in fact, a divine mystery. This 
kind of mystery is denoted in the Qum- 
ran texts by the term raz. This term of 
Iranian origin also appears in the Ara- 
maic part of Daniel, with reference to 
Nebuchadnezzar’s two dreams. When 
Daniel enters the king’s presence to ex- 
plain his dream of the great image, he 
says: ‘not because of any wisdom that 
I have more than all the living has this 
mystery (raz) been revealed to me, but 
in order that the interpretation (peshar) 
may be made known to the king’ (Dan. 
2:30). And when Nebuchadnezzar en- 
lists Daniel’s aid to explain his dream of 
the great tree, he says (Dan. 4:9): ‘Be- 
cause I know that the spirit of the holy 
gods is in you and that no mystery (raz) 
is difficult for you, here is the dream 
which I saw; tell me its interpretation 
(peshar).’ 

“In the Greek versions of the Septua- 
gint and Theodotion, this term raz, 
wherever it occurs in Daniel, is repre- 
sented by mystérion; and it is helpful 
to bear this in mind when we meet the 
word mystérion in the Greek New Testa- 
ment. 

“In the Book of Daniel it is clear that 
the raz, the mystery, is divinely com- 
municated to one part, and the pesher, 
the interpretation, to another. Not until 
the mystery and the interpretation are 
brought together can the divine com- 
munication be understood. Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s dreams and the writing which 
Belshazzar saw on the wall were divine 
communications to these monarchs, but 
they remained meaningless to them until 
Daniel supplied the interpretation which 


he in his turn received from God. Simi- 
larly, Daniel himself was anxious and 
alarmed by his vision of judgment until 
the interpreting angel explained it to 
him (Dan. 7:15 f). (Daniel’s alarm was 
equally great after he received the inter- 
pretation, as he says in v. 28, but this 
time it was the alarm of what was 
known instead of what was unknown.) 

“This principle, that the divine pur- 
pose cannot be properly understood un- 
til the pesher has been revealed as well 
as the raz, underlies the biblical exegesis 
in the Qumran commentaries. The raz 
was communicated by God to the 
prophet, but the meaning of that com- 
munication remained sealed until its 
pesher was made known by God to His 
chosen interpreter. This chosen inter- 
preter was the Teacher of Righteousness, 
the founder of the Qumran community” 
(pp. 7, 8). 

Though the volume is only eighty-two 
pages in length, there is material here 
for hours of reading—very careful read- 
ing. It is not my purpose here to review 
the book, but simply to commend it 
vigorously. It is interesting to note the 
conclusion to which Dr. Bruce comes, 
as have many other workers in this field 
during the last few years, namely, that 
while the Qumran commentators gave 
careful attention to biblical exegesis and, 
indeed, to the prophecies of the Old 
Testament, they believed that the 
Teacher of Righteousness had the key 
to the understanding of the purpose of 
God revealed in the prophetic Scriptures. 
The New Testament Church believed 
that the Old Testament prophetic Scrip- 
tures were fulfilled in Jesus Christ, and, 
says Dr. Bruce, such an application of 
Old Testament Scripture would have 
been unthinkable to the Qumran sect. 
Furthermore, the interpretation of the 
Qumran community of the Messianic 
promises of the Old Testament were 
“primarily corporate,” while “the New 
Testament interpretation of them is pri- 
marily an individual one: Jesus in His 
own person is Servant and Son of Man.” 

For those interested in hermeneutics 
and basic principles of Biblical interpre- 
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tation, Biblical Exegesis in the Qumran 
is one of the most important 
books issued in our language for some 
time. 

Dr. Bruce was for twelve years (1947- 
1959) Professor of Biblical History and 
Literature in the University of Sheffield, 
England. He has recently been appointed 


| to one of the most distinguished chairs 





of biblical study in Great Britain, the 
Rylands Chair of Biblical Criticism at 
the University of Manchester, previously 
held, from 1936 until his recent death, by 
the well-known New Testament scholar 
Dr. T. W. Manson. Manson was a semi- 
liberal in his approach to the Bible, and 
was one of the three writers of The 
Mission and Message of Jesus (1937), a 
very liberal work. 

This appointment of Professor Bruce, 
who, I think, is a member of the Plym- 
outh Brethren fellowship, is a testimony 
to the recognition of the right of one to 


| hold a thorough conservative position on 
| the Holy Scriptures in this mid-twen- 
| tieth century. 


Dr. Bruce is the editor of 
The Evangelical Quarterly and of The 
Palestine Exploration Quarterly, as well 
as the author of a number of important 


| books. Most of us are compelled to mar- 


vel at the amount of thorough, scholarly 
work he is able to produce. 


St. Paul's Companions 


A few weeks ago I was led to choose 
once again the first half of the 16th 
chapter of Romans for a message, this 
time to the Philothean Fellowship of 
Fuller Seminary, an organization for 
the wives of the students. This passage 
has always fascinated me, because of 
this list of twenty-seven names of men 
and women to whom Paul sent greetings. 
A week after the message had been given, 
I took from my shelves a book which 


| possibly has been in my collection for 


years, but which for some reason I had 
not opened. It was St. Paul and His 
Companions, by E. Basil Redlich, pub- 
lished by Macmillan in London in 1913. 

There are many books available on 
the companions of St. Paul, each con- 
taining fifteen or twenty biographical 
sketches, but this work by Redlich has 
a complete list of every man and woman 
mentioned in all of Paul’s epistles, and 
in those passages in the Book of Acts 
that record various aspects of the Apos- 
tle’s ministry. Here are ninety-eight 
names, alphabetically arranged, in the 
concluding one hundred pages of the 
volume, with everything known about 
each of them from the Scriptures and 
from later tradition. Personally, I could 
have used such a study a score of times 
in the last forty years had I known of 
its existence. 

This leads me to think that perhaps 
others will be interested in developing 
either one message, or a series of mes- 


| sages, from these rich and very personal 
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references of the great apostle. In addi- 
tion to commentaries and articles on 
these characters, appearing in the larger 
biblical encyclopedias, particularly in 
the two-volume work edited by James 
the Apostolic 


Hastings, Dictionary of 
Church, I would suggest the following 
books: J. S. Howson: Companions of 


St. Paul, pp. 126-144; James Alexander 
Robertson: The Hidden Romance of the 
New Testament, pp. 184-212. For the 
women referred to, there is nothing bet- 
ter than the relevant pages in Walter F. 
Adeney: Women of the New Testament, 
and Alexander Maclaren: Expositions of 
Holy Scripture, Romans, pp. 365-407. 
Another book on this subject, by A. C. 
Deane | which I have not seen] is Friends 
and Fellow Laborers of St. Paul. 


The Battle for 
the Christian Faith 


A half-century ago, the biblical exe- | 


gete and theologian, G. G. Findlay, gave 


to the Christian world one of the finest | 


volumes ever published on the First 
Epistle of John, Fellowship in Life Eter- 
nal. His comment on I John 4:1-4 is so 
thought-provoking—and more true today 
than when he wrote it—that I think 
many who do not have access to this 
work should have these solemn pages 
before them for consideration and re- 
freshment. 

“St. John thus celebrates the end of 
the first century. We have witnessed 
the end of the nineteenth; and still the 


fight goes on—a weary warfare! As one | 
crisis after another passes, the war of | 


the ages opens into larger proportions; 
it sweeps over a wider area and draws 
into its compass more completely the 
forces of humanity—this immense com- 
bat between the sin of man and the 
grace of God in Christ. The end is not 
yet. The powers of evil recover from 
defeat; one and another of the heads of 
‘the wild beast’ are ‘smitten unto death,’ 
and ‘his death-stroke is healed, and the 
whole earth wonders after’ him again 
(Rev. 13:2). 

“The advance of Christ’s kingdom calls 
into the field at every stage new oppos- 
ers; treasons and schisms, and collusions 
and compromises with the enemy have 
caused innumerable repulses and indefi- 
nite delays in the subjugation of the 
world to the rule of Christ, which seemed 
imminent to the fervent hope of His 
early followers. 

“Still their faith remains—our faith— 
after this long testing, the rallying cen- 
tre of the spiritual forces, the fountain 
of hope and refreshment for all that is 
best in mankind. Everything else has 
changed; empires, civilizations, social 


systems, religions and philosophies, have 


gone down into the gates of Hades; but 
the Church of Jesus Christ survives and 


spreads, the imperishable institution of 
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; our race. Still the Gospel shines out over 
| the storm-swept shores, the one light- 
house for the labouring ship of human 
| destiny. 
“The Christian faith, as St. John pro- 
| claimed and held it, is the most vital 
thing in the world, the most active and 
ameliorative factor of modern history. 
‘Neither is there salvation in any other’; 
up to this date, ‘no other name has been 
| given under heaven amongst men, where- 
| by we must be saved.’ Nothing since its 
| coming has touched human nature to 
| the like saving effect; nothing else at 
the present time takes hold of it so 
freshly, and with an influence so power- 
ful for good, and for good so manifold, 
as the doctrine which St. John calls ‘our 
faith.’ 
| “The struggle in which John the Apos- 
| tle was engaged as a foremost com- 
| batant, while it has swelled into world- 
wide dimensions, has assumed features 
| outwardly far different from those of 
| his times. But the identity of principle 
is profound. And the conflict of faith in 
the twentieth century, in some of its 
conditions, repeats the experience of the 
first century more closely than has been 
the case at any intervening epoch. 
“Now, as then, the contest centres in

the primary facts of the Gospel-record, 
and in the nature and authority of 
Jesus Christ as thereby authenticated; 
other issues are brushed aside. Once 
more we ‘have the same conflict which* 
we ‘saw to be in’ St. Paul and St. John. 
Present-day discussions are going to the 
| root of things in Christianity; and Chris- 
| tians may rejoice in the fact, since a 
conflict so radical should be the more 
decisive. 

“The testimony of the Apostles to 
Jesus Christ the Son of God, and the 
living work of His Spirit amongst men: 
these two demonstrations, just as at 
the beginning, supply the ground on 
which faith and unbelief are now con- 
tending. Here lie the burning questions 
of the hour; other debates, momentous 
as they have been and still may be— 
concerning the authority of Church or 
Bible, the validity of Orders and Sacra- 
ments, or the doctrines of Election and 
Free Will—have fallen into abeyance in 
comparison of these. 

“Who was Jesus Christ? Does He live 
and work in the world, since His death 
on Calvary? and if so, where and how? 
This is what men are wanting to know; 
and who of those that have known Him 
can tell us better, with more intimate 


knowledze and transparent sincerity, 
than His servant John?”

fourth was made from black poster 
paper. A table was made from a toy 
block and from bits of plasticine we 
fashioned a horn for the oil and a cup. 
More toy blocks suggested the “house 
of the Lord.” 

The Ten Commandments we printed in 
white ink on heavy black paper. To add 
“visualizing power,” we illustrated each 
commandment. Most of the pictures we 
used could be found in magazines, others 
could be easily sketched. For example, 
the third commandment could be illus- 
trated with a pair of lips. 

To get across the meaning of these, 
we proceeded from the known to the un- 
known. We asked the children “How 
many of you have seen a stone man in 
the park? That stone man was made 
to help us remember a man who lived 

long time ago. But imagine praying 
to a stone man.” 

Once the impressions were made, we 
began to drill. For awhile we tried a 
guessing game in which we described 
the picture, and the children gave the 
number of the commandment. In an- 
other game, pointers were given to two 
pupils to see who could point first to the 
commandment quoted. Then we tried 
giving the number and letting them tell 
about the picture or quote the command- 
ment. In a final effort to relate impres- 
sion and expression, we listed the num- 
bers on the board and asked the children 
to suggest an illustration for each one. 

Memorizing by association has value 
for other than primary children. Our 
young people’s group was learning Psalm 
91, and we tried the idea on them. A 
chart was divided into 16 rectangles, one 
for each verse, and in each part we drew 
a symbol representing the idea in that 


verse. Then we set to work making | 
larger cards for each verse. By the time | 


the cards were made, we knew the 
psalm. 
Poor results in memory work, we 


found, were often the results of poor | 
teaching. Success in memorizing Scrip- 


ture depends on these things: clear per- 
ception, living interest, visualizing power, 
repetition and association of ideas.

Making Figures 
Stand Up 
By Carol Oxner 


o you make cut-out figures work for 

you in your Sunday school or chil- 
dren’s church? How best to display these 
figures is often a problem for the aver- 
age teacher. Here is a method which 
may be helpful in making figures stand 
up. It may be used with the materials 
provided with your lesson or with pic- 
tures cut from magazines. Thus the 
possibilities of visualizing your lesson 
are unlimited. 

Instructions often given with figures 
suggest making cardboard stands to make 
them stand up, but these fall over too 
easily and are hard to store. A bette: 
method is to use toothpicks and squares 
of modeling clay. First cut a strip of 
modeling clay into small squares. Then 
tape two toothpicks to the back of the 
figure and stick them into a square of 
modeling clay. A square of paper may 
be pressed onto the bottom of the clay, 
so that it won’t stick to the table. 

Where this method is used one figure 
can be lifted from the clay and another 
inserted very quickly, so it is only neces- 
sary to have as many squares of clay as 
will be needed at one particular time 
After use, all the figures can be stored in 
a large envelope and the clay can be 
kept in a small box. 

Any type of story can be illustrated 
with toothpick-clay pedestal figures. 
Pictures can be cut from magazines— 
cats, dogs, automobiles, or anything else 
that is needed—and toothpicks attached. 
Of course the figures should be pasted to 
construction paper to give them addi- 
tional stiffness. 


Homework 


for Shut-ins 
By Catherine Brandt 


Are you a shut-in looking for something 
fi to do? Try making a small, easy-to- 
hold scrapbook for someone who is hos- 
pitalized or bedridden. 

You need to be able to use your eyes, 
paste and clip with scissors. Your ma- 
terials are: scissors, paste, and auto- 
graph books from the dime store. A 
simple one about 4x5 inches’ with 
colored pages costs about 25 cents. A 
more durable, leather covered book costs 
less than a dollar. You’ll also need old 
magazines, Sunday school papers, old 
greeting cards, a tattered Bible you don’t 
mind cutting up, or old quarterlies that 
print the Scripture lesson. 

Start each scrapbook with a helpful 
Bible verse or portion of Scripture, and 
paste such verses at intervals through 
the book. Paste a clipped item from a 
magazine on each page of the book.

Philip. Willing Evangelist 
Acts 8:4-6, 26:38 
MEMORY SELECTION: As my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you.—John 
20:21 


Keep in Mind 

1. Candace was the name of a suc- 
cession of queens who ruled Ethiopia at 
that period of its history. The ‘man of 
Ethiopia” was probably the queen’s per- 
sonal steward rather than state treasurer. 

2. Was this Ethiopian an African Jew 
or a Gentile with leanings to the Jewish 
faith? Joseph in Egypt and Daniel in 
Babylon are examples of Hebrews in high 


| places in Gentile nations. It is generally 


conceded that Peter was the first to 
preach the gospel to the Gentiles (Acts 
10:1-48; 15:7,14). If the Ethiopian were 
a proselyte to Judaism, that would put 
him in a different category and count 
him out from being the first fruits of the 
Gentiles. 


Consider These Points 

1. The preacher. Philip was “one of the 
seven” (6:5) appointed to “serve tables,” 
but persecution opened new avenues of 
service to him. Driven from Jerusalem, 
and away from the overshadowing of the 
apostles, he followed the urgings of the 
Spirit in the needy, half pagan city of 
Samaria, till he found himself in the 
midst of a city-wide movement with mul- 
titudes turning to the Lord. The deacon 
has become the evangelist overnight 
(21:8). 

2. The audience. In Samaria Philip had 
a congregation, but the Holy Spirit sent 
him to deal with one whose yearnings 
after God had brought him to Jerusalem,

...is the title of a thought-provoking 
article by a successful minister showing 
that “the pastor is the key to the Sunday 
School.” In his strongly reasoned article, 
he points out to every pastor 
how “in building a good

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still unsatisfied. In that semi-royal car- 


riage, Philip did not have a congrega- 
tion, but he had an audience—a man 
listening. It is possible to have a congre- 
gation and no audience. Better to have 
an audience of one than a large congre- 
gation of listless minds and inattentive 
ears. 

3. The tert. Here we have not only a 
preacher chosen by the Holy Spirit and 
an audience chosen by the Holy Spirit, 
but a text chosen by the Holy Spirit. It 
certainly was providentially arranged 
that just at the moment Philip caught 
up with the Ethiopian, he should be read- 
ing Isaiah 53, the most evangelical chap- 
ter of the most evangelical prophet. Here 
was a real seeker. He was not content 
with having fulfilled his religious obliga- 
tions at Jerusalem. He was searching 
the Scriptures, and the Holy Spirit was 
leading him to the heart of the gospel.

4. The sermon. We are not told very 
much about Philip’s sermon that day, but 
enough to set a pattern for all preachers 
“Then Philip opened his mouth, and 
began at the same _ scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus” (v. 35). Today 
the rules of homiletics prohibit one 
making the text a mere starting-point 
We must stay with the text. Philip was 
not bound by any such rules. The theme 
was the important matter. It is evident 
that Philip found Jesus in Isaiah 53, 
although since the eleventh century un- 
belief has tried to chase Him from that 
chapter. 

5. The response. I do not know whether 
Philip preached baptism as the appointed 
mode of committing oneself to the Chris- 
tian faith or whether the Ethiopian had 
heard of it otherwise. At any rate, the 
one man audience was convinced of the 
truth and ready for that committal from 
which there is no turning back. And, be- 
ing baptized, he went on his way as the 
bearer of the good news to his own 
people. One tradition has it that he 
preached the gospel to Candace his 
queen and baptized her upon her con- 
fession of faith. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Personal evangelism, to be effective, 
must be directed by the Holy Spirit. Hap- 
hazard, uncontrolled witnessing is not 
only fruitless, it is actually hurtful. 

2. Personal evangelism, to be effective, 
must be prepared for by the Holy Spirit. 
See how He prepared the Ethiopian as 
well as Philip, Cornelius as well as Peter, 
Lydia as well as Paul. 

3. Personal evangelism is as much part 
of the preacher’s task as public ministry. 
It is a needed discipline, and will richly 
affect the preaching, giving it a warmth 
and an appeal which it would otherwise 
lack.

Saul Confronted by Christ 


Acts 9:1-9 
MEMORY SELECTION: Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given 
among men whereby we must be saved. 
—Acts 4:12 


Keep in Mind 

1. This Saul of Tarsus is later known 
as Paul (Acts 13:9). Saul is a Hebrew 
name, borne’ by Israel’s first king, who 
also was “of the tribe of Benjamin.” Paul 
is a Roman name, signifying “small.” 
Both names may have been given at birth 
to this boy who came of a once royal 
tribe and who was also “free born” 
(22:28), that is, born as a Roman citizen. 
Or the name Paul may have been adopted 
as more suitable to the apostle to the 
Gentiles.

2. Damascus was already an old city 
in the days of Abraham. It later became 
the capital of Syria. In the days of the 
Apostles it had a large Jewish settle- 
ment and several synagogues. 

3. The latter part of verse 5 and the 
first part of verse 6 are not in the best 
texts. However, 5b, with its reference to 
the pricks (goads) is found in 26:14, and 
the substance of 6a is found in 22:10. 
Therefore they belong to the story, if 
not to this particular version of it. 


Consider These Points 

1. Enmity. The “and” at the beginning 
of the chapter ought to be “but,” pre- 
senting a contrast between the zealous 
ministry of Philip at the end of chapter 
8 and the zealous persecutions of Saul in 
this chapter. That word “yet” in verse 1 
points back to our first glimpses of Saul 
in 7:58 and 8:1, 3. Slaughter and threat- 
ening had become his very breath, so 
hat, having broken the church in Jeru- 
salem, he was in hot pursuit of those 
who had taken refuge in other cities. One 
of the treaty rights secured by the Jewish 
hierarchy from Rome was the extradi- 
tion of criminals who had flied from 
Jerusalem to other cities. This right was 
invoked and acted upon in the case of 
the fleeing Christians, so Saul had a sem- 
blance of law on his side. 


Christ was sudden, yet not without deep 
preparations. That word in verse 5 
‘apparently taken from 26:14) is signi- 
cant: “It is hard for thee to kick against 
the pricks” (goads). Now goads were used 
n hesitant oxen, and here is a suggestion 
that Saul had his times of hesitancy and 
questioning. The unanswerable argu- 
ments of Stephen were still with him, 
and that angel-like face (6:15) and that 
dving prayer (7:60) could not be dis- 
missed. Perhaps these were burning in 
his soul as he approached Damascus. 
That glorious Being, clothed in light 
more radiant than the sun, could be 
none other than the Lord—and that 
meant Jehovah, the God of Abraham and 
of Isaac and of Jacob. Then, when that 
zlorious Being identified Himself as Je- 
sus, Saul did not withdraw the title, but 
followed it through to a complete sub- 
mission: “Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do?”

2. An indeterminate portion of three 
years in Arabia. This is not referred to 
in our text, but would fit in possibly 
between verses 21 and 22. Paul mentions 
it in the autobiographical section of 
Galatians (1:17). It is concerning this 
retirement that Alexander Whyte writes: 
“Never did any other 
own again with such usuary as when Paul 
went into Arabia with Moses and the 
Prophets and the Psalms in his knap- 
sack, and returned to Damascus with 
the Romans and the Ephesians and the 
Colossians in his mouth and in his heart.” 

3. A period variously reckoned from 
six to nine years in Tarsus (vv. 29, 30). 
Those were neither idle nor wasted years, 
but years of discipline and development, 
preparing him for the assignment in 
Antioch (11:25,26) and all that followed. 


Consider These Points 

I suggest we confine our thoughts for 
the moment to four things which the 
Lord said to Ananias about Saul. 

1. The new habit—prayer (v. 11).

11:30) compared with the heavy burden 
of the law under which Saul of Tarsus 
struggled all the days of his life as a 
Pharisee; and it is a light burden com- 
pared with the load of sin which was 
ushing us down to the pit. Yet it is a 
responsible burden, just because it is so 
precious a name. The honor of the name 
of Jesus is committed to us. As we bear 
His name worthily we honor it. As we 
bear it unworthily we dishonor it. 
4. The new path—suffering (v. 16). Till 
now Saul had been inflicting suffering on 
ose who bore the name of Jesus. Now 
he must join the ranks of those who 
suffered for that name. From the path 
ot the inquisitor to that of sufferer for 
Christ’s sake—that was change indeed. 
To know how richly strewn with suffer- 
ing the new path was, read II Corinthians 
11:23-28. Saul was faced with this at the 
outset of his Christian life, but he 
counted the cost and went right on. Men 
suffer for lesser causes. Shall we shrink 
from our share for a name so dear? 


Apply These Truths 
1. If you cannot be a Paul or a Calvin 
or a Spurgeon, you can be an Ananias, 


ministering in the lowly place, as helpers | 


of the faith of others. How much those 
in prominent places have leaned upon the 
obscure help of others we shall not know 
till the books are opened. 

2. Obey the assignment for today, how- 
ever small, if you expect a larger mission 

tomorrow. Saul did not wait for an apos- 
tolic appointment to begin his witness.

Keep in Mind 

A centurion was an officer in the Ro- 
man army with a rank somewhat equiva- 
lent to a captain. Originally the word 

ferred to a command over a hundred 
scldiers. The centurions of the New 
Testament are mentioned with com- 
mendation. 

1. The centurion whose servant Jesus 
healed is highly commended for his 
faith (Luke 7:1-10). 

2. The centurion who _ superintended 
the crucifixion of our Lord acknowledged 
the divine rank of his prisoner when 
he saw the remarkable incidents which 
accompanied His death (Luke 23:47). 
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| 22:32). 


3. The centurion of Caesarea, Cor- 
nelius, is presented as a God-fearing 
man, ready to receive the gospel on its 
declaration by Peter ‘(Acts 10). 

4. The centurion who was entrusted 
with Paul and other prisoners on the 
journey to Rome was solicitious of Paul’s 
welfare (Acts 27). 


Consider These Points 
There are actually three conversions 


| recorded in our lesson—using the word 
| in a wider sense than that related to the 


salvation of sinners. 

1. The conversion of Cornelius. Here 
we regard the word in its strict evan- 
gelical sense. So far as heart attitude is 
concerned, this Roman centurion’s con- 


| version must have taken place some time 


before the incident related in Acts. He 
had turned from idols and the paganism 
of Rome to fear and serve Jehovah, the 


| God of Israel, the living and true God, 
| but he had not yet received the gospel 
| of Christ, the saving word referred to in 


verse 14. 
When a man seeks God as Cornelius 


| did, it is an indication that God is work- 
| ing. 


I sought the Lord, and afterward I knew 
He moved my heart to seek Him, seeking 
me. 
When a man seeks God as Cornelius 
did, God will see that the truth reaches 


| him, for God will not move a man to 


seek, only to mock him. So the angel was 
sent to instruct the centurion to send for 
Peter. Notice that the word of salvation 
was not entrusted to the angel. That is 
the privilege of redeemed sinners. 

No persuading was needed. A prepared 
heart gladly received the Word, and the 
conversion was complete. Cornelius and 
his house openly committed themselves 
to the faith of Christ in baptism. 

2. The conversion of Peter. Peter had 
several conversions. His great confession 
(Matt. 16:16) was indicative of his con- 
version to faith in Christ. The Lord spoke 
about conversion after his denial (Luke 
That was recovery. Here was 
another conversion, when he turned from 
his Jewish exclusiveness to a readiness, 


| not only to enter the house of a Gentile, 





but to welcome a group of believing Gen- 
tiles into the faith of the Lord Jesus and 
into the fellowship of the church. 
That conversion was not accomplished 
without a struggle. It required a thrice- 
repeated vision and the direct command 
of the Holy Spirit to make him willing 
to go to the house of Cornelius and a 
“little Pentecost” to persuade him to re- 
ceive these Gentiles as believers. That 
contradictory “Not so, Lord” of Peter's 
(v. 8), spoken with respect to the divers 
meats on the great sheet, was equally his 
attitude toward the Gentile world, so he 
had travelled a long way when he pro- 
posed baptism (not circumcision, mind 


you!) for Cornelius and his household 
(12:47). 

3. The conversion of the church. The 
mother-church in Jerusalem shared 


Peter’s exclusive views, so when he broke 
bounds he found himself ‘on the carpet.” 
But they were at least open to the leading 
of the Spirit, and when Peter’s report of 
the proceedings at Caesarea made clear 
the direction in which the Holy Spirit 
was moving, they at least withdrew their 
opposition. No doubt there were degrees 
of conversion among them. The thor- 
oughly converted ones “glorified God, 
saying, Then hath God also to the Gen- 


tiles granted repentance” (v. 18). That 
was indeed a revelation! 
Apply These Truths 

1. If you say, “Lord,” don’t say, “not 
so.” If you say, “Not so,” don’t say, “Lord.” 


These are contradictions. 

2. Peter learned not to call Gentiles 
common (10:28). Are we guilty of as- 
signing some groups to the “common” 
classification? Then we too need convert- 
ing. 

3. Recognize the work of the Holy 
Spirit, and step in line (v. 18).

No mission field is more difficult, more sparsely 


manned, or more needy than the Moslem Middle East 


opay there interest in the 
Tyands of the Middle East. Probably 

this is due, in part at least, to the 
relatively recent political crises in that 
area, although the eyes of the Western 
hemisphere are always upon Bible lands. 
With the seizure of the Suez Canal by 
Egypt’s Nasser, the subsequent invasion 
of Egypt by Israel, Britain and France, 
the revolution in Iraq, and the civil 
war in Lebanon, Christian people have 
become concerned about the possibility 
of a general war beginning in that re-

gion. Those who study the prophetic 
Scriptures, especially, feel sure that the 
last great conflict will be in the Pales- 
tine area. 

Though one may look with keen inter- 
est on developments in Israel, he can- 
not think of the Middle East without 
thinking of the Arab world. Israel num- 
bers fewer than two million. By way of 
contrast, according to one recent figure, 
the Arabs number eighty-three million. 
Christ died for them, too, but all too 
little has been done to bring the light 
of the gospel to this people. 
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Some of the major denominations have 
been working in the Arab world for 
about a century. Since World War II 
there has been an influx of some of the 
newer evangelical groups. In countries 
like Lebanon and Jordan where the door 
is open a goodly number of new mission- 
aries have come in. In other countries 
such as Egypt and Iraq where estab- 
lished missionaries find it difficult to 
maintain a vigorous gospel testimony, 
local believers are bearing more open 
witness. Some countries, Syria for ex- 
ample, are closed to foreign missionaries. 
In these, Arab pastors carry on a fruit- 
ful ministry. Then there are countries 
like Saudi Arabia and Yemen where no 
witness of any kind is allowed. Here the 
gospel can enter only by infiltration. 
+ IN spite of such difficulties, foreign 
missionaries and national workers in 
the Arab world have seen results. In 
Egypt, for example, sometimes thousands 
have gathered for an evangelical en- 
deavor led by a national. To the north 
and east, in the small kingdom of Jordan, 
one finds a gospel witness in 
cities including Bethlehem, old Jeru- 
salem and Ramallah. Perhaps the strong- 
est witness is in the capital at Amman. 

Conditions in Lebanon are encourag- 
ing. One can find an evangelical place 
of worship in such places as Beirut,

New 
missionaries seem able to enter without 
great difficulty and one is free to dis- 
tribute Christian literature on _ the 
streets. 

By way of contrast Iraq will not allow 
new missions. One missionary has even 
been denied the right to enter as a 
temporary visitor. Some _ established 
works have been confiscated by the gov- 
ernment. But despite such difficulties a 
small witness is being maintained within 
Traq. 

Down along the Persian Gulf, in lands 
completely Moslem, Christian 
work is being carried on with determina- 
tion by dedicated workers. A young man 
and his bride, Jordanians, are holding 
prayer meetings in the wealthy little 
kingdom of Kuwait. And in Bahrein an 
Arab contractor and his wife maintain 
a Clear Christian testimony to the Mos- 
lems about them. Still farther south, on 
the Trucial coast, American medical 
missionaries are giving forth the Word 
of Life in an area traditionally closed 
to the gospel. 

Syria with its capital at Damascus no 
longer allows new foreign missionaries 
However, nationals may carry on worth- 
while work. In that connection I think 
of one faithful pastor in Damascus. A 
Syrian national, he is tall, handsome 
likeable, with years of experience in 
teaching the Word of God. This man 
carries on a preaching and writing min- 
istry and has been a blessing to many 
in the Middle East 

Saudi Arabia is closed not only to the 
foreign missionary but also to local 
Arab evangelists or pastors. In 1956, dur- 
ing a visit to Akabah (near the ancient 
Ezion Geber), we were talking with a 
Church of England clergyman and a 
Christian worker with the British armed 
forces. They mentioned that the border 
of Saudi Arabia was only a few miles 
away and so we all decided to take a 
walk that sunny afternoon to see how 
close we could get. On arriving at the 
border we found neither barrier nor 
guards, and we entered the forbidden 
land. 

There were no people, of course, just 
a wilderness, but for those who had 
thought of this closed land for a num- 
ber of years, it was an experience we 
would not soon forget. We removed our 
hats and prayed together that God would 
open the door to that closed and dark- 
ened land. 


+ Ecypt today is strategic. The eyes of 
the Arab world look to Nasser (though 
Kassem of Iraq is also popular in his 
own country). For centuries Arabs have 
been controlled by foreigners. Now in 
Nasser they see one of their own people 
challenging this foreign domination. 
Radio Cairo, the Voice of the Arabs and 
the Voice of Free Africa all give out the 
Cairo propaganda day after day. In the 
case of the latter two stations, the mes- 
sage has been strongly anti-Western, 
sometimes vitriolic, although recently 
Cairo radio has spoken against Commu- 
nism as well. This propaganda is heard 
and believed in Arab lands. 
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Cairo today has more influence on the 
Arab world than any other city. Arab 
teachers and doctors are sent to all 
arts of the Middle East, sometimes sub- 
sidized by the Egyptian government. I 
have found them far down in the Persian 
Gulf in Sharjah, as well as in Bethlehem 

Palestine. But not all are Moslems. 
Some are zealous Christians. One, a 
doctor, a personal friend of mine, is an 
vangelical Christian. He would not

EEING trees topple over like match 

poo as we rode the 150 ton jungle 

tree crusher is something we will not 
soon forget. Crocodile hunting in the 
black of a Peruvian night proved to be 
tremendously exciting. And learning that 
our starboard engine’s carburetor had 
caught fire while approaching the Andes 
gave us a sinking feeling in more ways 
than one! 

But our group of ten Toronto business- 
men and a pastor from Hammond, Ind., 
did not visit the mission field to see trees 
topple and hunt jungle animals. We came 
to the mission field with questions on 
our minds and hearts. 

Sure, we had read about missions in 
these areas, their effectiveness and their 
needs, but we wanted to see these things 
first hand. We wanted to see just what 


| kind of work the missionaries were do- 
| ing. We wanted to know about opposi- 





tion. We wanted to find out how recep- 
tive the nationals were to the gospel. 

In answer to these questions and many 
others, the 15,000-mile missionary jour- 
ney that took us from Toronto, Canada 
to the jungles of Peru was beyond our 
expectations. 

Almost everywhere we were given a 
royal welcome, the best of native food 
(which sometimes left little to be de- 
sired) and a firsthand view of mis- 
sionary work of all kinds. The greatest 
thrill of all was to meet these co-laborers 
in the gospel and see their work. In two 
and a half weeks we saw and heard 
more than the average tourist would 
likely see in a lifetime. 

Here is what we found to be the real 
picture of missions. Many countries of 
South America and Central America still 
have their doors open wide for the gos- 
pel; nationals, particularly those in the 
cities, have only a passive interest in the 
Bible and its message; it’s the exception 
to see nationals flocking into the 
churches; there seems to be much oppo- 
sition to the gospel outside the cities 
but little within the larger centers. 

One could not help but be challenged 
by the missionary enterprise. One man in 
our group summed it up: “I have al- 
ways had a missionary mind, but now I 
have a missionary heart.” 

One missionary we met was Dave Fin- 
dlay, graduate of Moody Bible Institute

flew.) Dave seems to be a jack-of-all- 
trades, and a master of them all as well 
He is the hospital’s anesthetist, builder 
mechanic, carpenter. In addition to nu- 
merous maintenance chores, he assists in 
dentistry work, the rudiments of which 
he learned from his dentist father. 

It was no easy road to Shell Mera 
En route we had to travel over a treach- 
erous “highway” that clung to the side 
of the mountains. On one side were 
drops of hundreds of feet and there 
were no guard rails. The road, hardly 
wide enough in places for the car, actu- 
ally fords a river. It took us nine hours to 
travel the 125 miles. The trip takes an 
hour by plane. 

I wanted to know exactly how Dave 
felt about his work and his ministry 
there. When asked if he really enjoyec 
it, he replied unhesitantly, “I would 
rather be here than any place else in 
the world.” 

Dave's brother, Doug, is now in lan- 
guage school in Costa Rica preparing 
himself for a similar ministry in Quito 

For two days our group was royally 
entertained at Tournavista, a jungle 
project of R. G. LeTourneau’s. Under the 
direction of LeTourneau’s son, Roy 
Tournavista is a modern day miracle 
Here huge LeTourneau earth-moving 
equipment and a force of more than 200 
workers are building a 60 mile road 
through the heart of the jungle and 
clearing some of the 1,000,000 acres otf 
land acquired from the Peruvian Govern- 
ment. 

What is the purpose of Tournavista? 
According to Roy LeTourneau, the plan 
is to colonize this part of the jungle, 
build a road for the Peruvian govern- 
ment and raise beef cattle for Peruvians 
But there is a larger purpose. Indus- 
trialist Roy LeTourneau has dedicated 
his life to reaching government officials 
as well as his own national workers with 
the gospel of Christ. 

I asked Roy how long he expected to 
stay in Peru. His reply was “Until the 
Lord moves me into another part of His 
vineyard.” 

Actually, our trip was occasioned by 
an official invitation of the Summer 
Institute of Linguistics. From their base 
at Yarina Cocha in the jungles of Peru, 
we saw modern missions at work. Labor- 
ing together were some 120 people—dcc- 
tors, pilots, translators, mechanics, raZio 
communication men, printers — serving 
the Lord there and at about 28 other 
bases within a 300 mile radius. 

From this base we flew in the S.I.L 
Catalina flying boat to visit the primitive 
Shipibo Indians up one of the tributaries 
of the Amazon. 

Only one translator knew the Shipibo 
language. This translator has worked 
with these Indians nearly two years 
reducing their language to writing. To 
date there is not much evidence of real 
fruit, but Jim, the translator, knows this 
was God's will for his life. He has planted 
and someone else may water, but the in- 
crease must come from God.

No place, no age, no event eludes the mind 


of him who seeks adventure through books 


cisco to hear Billy Graham speak about 
sin, repentance and forgiveness. Two 
months ago I walked with Martin Luther 
and helped nail the ninety-five theses on 
the door of the Castle Church in Witten- 
berg, inviting the debate which ignited 
the Reformation. 

These are only a few of the multi-lives 
I lead. No place, no age, no event can 
escape my presence. I simply turn on the 
lamp, pull down the shades of my mind 
on the world about me and become alive 
in a new world—in books. 

Through books I have helped to build 
the structure of my faith. By the printed 
page I rejoiced with Adoniram Judson 
when, after seven years of seemingly 
fruitless labor, he saw his first convert in 
Burma. I have lived with a host of great 
spiritual giants—Moody, Judson, Carey, 
Truett, Graham, Augustine, Luther and 
Calvin, to mention only a few. Through 
books I have left behind a. mundane life 
and found one filled with growth in the 
knowledge of Christ, contentment with- 
out TV, and a portable companion al- 
ways at hand. 

Would you like to do the same? Then 
throw away your excuses—“I don’t have 
time to read; I never get anything out of 
books; I can’t concentrate that long!”— 
and begin to live in a fascinating new 
world. Here is how you can help yourself 
get started and keep on reading. 


+ GET more enjoyment out of reading by 
learning! It is perfectly possible to read 
through a good book and learn nothing. 
While you see the form of words pass 
before your eyes, your mind is running 
through a preview of what next sum- 
mer’s vacation will be like. Stop at the 
end of two or three pages and ask your- 
self, “What did I read? What is the au- 
thor saying? Where is he right or 
wrong?” When you can use your reading 
material in your everyday speech, you 
will have learned something and at the 
same time enjoyed reading. 

You can help yourself learn if you un- 
derline as you read. Underline the main 
points—if the book is yours and not the 
library’s—thus creating an outline of the 
thought progression. As a student there 
was a time when I would not buy a sec- 
ond-hand book that was marked-up with 
underlining. But now, if there has been 
outlining and brief notations made in the 
reading, that’s the book I want. I can see 
the main points as they have been 
marked, and this means easy reading. 
The underlining is also a help in remem- 
bering important statements and locat- 


ing parts I want to reread. 


+ IF you haven’t read a book for some 
time, begin with a small book. At the 
outset, avoid heavier books like doctrinal 
or Bible study books. By reading a small 
book first, you will have the sense of 
achievement in completing a book. Don’t 
spoil the sense of achievement by jump- 
ing from book to book, never completing 
any of them (of course, if it’s absolutely 
dull, drop it). 

Have a systematic way of buying to 
help you read systematically. The most 
popular book boom in recent times is the 
book club. There are Christian book 
clubs offering good, wholesome literature 
in many varieties —fiction, biography, 
Bible study and others. The advantage of 
a book club, outside the savings, is the 
sifting process. The editors choose books 
they think are significant, well written 
and of lasting importance. It helps to in- 
sure the club member against dull books. 

One such club—the Pinebrook Book 
Club—is really four book clubs in one. 
It caters to those who want study and 
reference books, those who want Chris- 
tian fiction, youngsters who want juve- 
nile books and “bargain” books. A 
monthly magazine, Bookcast, contains 
many alternate selections from which to 
choose. With every four books pur- 
chased, you can choose a dividend book 
from twenty to forty titles. Often books 
are offered at lower than _ bookstore 
prices. Further information can be ob- 
tained from the Pinebrook Book Club, 
140 Churchtown Rd., Penn’s Grove, N.J. 

Evangelical Books of Greenvale, N.Y., 
offers a selection of books that appeal to 
the serious reader. No minimum number 
of purchases is required to maintain 
membership. Each month the selection is 
sent to you and ten days are allotted for 
browsing through the book. It can be re- 
turned if you do not want it. With every 
two books purchased, you automatically 
receive a free dividend book. Prices, 
again, are usually lower than the pub- 
lisher’s price at the bookstore. The rea- 
son for the savings is the mass buying 
power of a book club. 

Most book clubs offer free books as an 
enticement to join. Values range from 
six to twenty dollars. 


+ ANOTHER systematic method of buying 
books is through the family budget. You 
can include a monthly sum in your fam- 
ily budget just as you do rent and food. 
With a book budget you don’t gain the 
savings of a book club arrangement, but 
you do have greater selectivity. 

Your local bookstore will be glad to 
serve you and order books that they do 
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not have at the moment. In addition you 
can secure from your denomination 
headquarters a catalog listing a large 
variety of books. Many well-stocked 
bookstores publish an annual catalog of 
their stocks. 

You can help yourself read more by 
reading with your family. On a college 
campus the student body and faculty 
were assigned a certain book to be read 
in a given period of time. The results 
were amazing. It produced a remarkable 
feeling of “togetherness” among the stu- 


dent body and faculty as it became a | 


great conversational topic. 





My wife and I have tried this in two | 
ways. First, we read a book together al- | 


ternating with the oral reading. We 
laughed at and dreamed with Huckle- 
berry Finn as we shared this common 
experience of reading. Second, we read 
the same book separately. When “To the 
Golden Shores,’ the biography of 
Adoniram Judson, came out, I read it and 
was so impressed that I urged her to 
read it. For two or three weeks we talked 
and lived Judson’s life with him. Our 
family unity was deepened because of 
this common experience. 


+ ANOTHER great help to reading is the 
paperback editions. Christian publishers 
as well as secular are working in this 
field. Moody Press has several series of 


these including its well-known Colport- | 


age Library. 

The merits of the paperback are the 
convenient size and cost. It will fit in 
your coat or hip pocket or purse, and the 
prices are anywhere from 25c to $1.95. 
Publishers are reporting that youngsters 
are reading Socrates, Plato, Shakespeare 
and others and liking them. Youngsters 
who once rebelled at carrying around a 
large book have found that paperbacks 
are portable. 


There are hundreds of paperbacks on 
hundreds of subjects. Most bookstores | 


have them. If their supply is small, they 
have a paperback catalog with complete 
listings. 

To help yourself keep on reading, set 
a reading goal for yourself. Assess your 
time and set a certain number of books 
for a year. Pro-rate this number through 
the year and methodically work to 
achieve it. I try to place a time limit on 
reading books. If I do not finish a book 
in two weeks, the continuity of thought 
begins to fade. When the last page is 
turned, I am frustrated when I ask my- 
self the question, “What did I read?” My 
greatest joy in reading is completing a 


book in a week. Then I see it as a whole. | 


These suggestions can lead to increased 
reading, growth in understanding and 
deeper satisfaction as your life is en- 
riched through books. Remember, you 
can only live one life, but you can share 
the adventures of many lives—through 


books. END |

Help for Parents 
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s a book store clerk I’ve noticed that 
| shopping for children’s books can 

offer just as many problems as choos- 
ing books for an adult—in some ways 
more. In buying for children one faces a 
three-fold problem: choice of the book 
itself, choice of the type of subject mat- 
ter, and the sometimes difficult task of 
being certain that the book selected fits 
the age level of the reader. 

One answer, of course, is trial and 
error. You can buy two or three books of 
different types and of slightly different 
age levels and note which ones appeal. If 
the child is already enjoying Christian 
books a talk with him before you buy 
may yield some guidance. 

Where this is not possible especially, a 
carefully selected list of books is often 


| helpful. The list of Christian books which 


follows includes some of the titles which 


| we are currently recommending most 


frequently. Note that four types of books 
are presented with suggested age levels 
for each title.

. white satin, etc. Perhaps you’ll men- 
tally see all of this on listening to the 
above listed recording, a new release by 
Corner Stone Records. 

Tony, a tenor who made his mark in 
the pop field by accumulating a gold 
record or two, does the singing here. 
Kerry, his wife, slips in here and there 
for a rather quiet-type narration on The 
Twenty-Third Psalm and for the reading 
of Revelation 21:1-4. Her work has a 
non-professional, sleepy sweetness about 
it and as far as overall playing time is 
concerned lasts only a few moments. 

Other songs come through as Because, 
Somewhere Beyond the Sun (this has a 
pretty floating melody with ethereal al- 
most nonrealistic type lyrics), As the 
Years Go By, Bless This House (this one 
goes along according to schedule with a 
very evident vocal collapse on the cli- 
mactic note), Blest Be the Tie, The 
Lord’s Prayer and The Holy City. These 
are performed, for the most part, with 
feeling and force. 

Tony has a very marked capacity to 
pack a song with emotion. His voice has 
a quiet warmth that is attractive. In per- 
son, Tony has real showmanship and 
makes contact with an audience. I feel 
though that the main emphasis on this 
record is sentimentalism. The singing 
voice is resonant and carries well but has 
a tendency to sound strained. 

I like the choice of titles. There are 
good hymn types along with the syrupy 
selections which would give the album 
more of a chance to be used and gener- 
ally consumed. Corner Stone Records 
lists P.O. Box 41108, Los Angeles 41, 
Calif. as their address. 





» Boys and girls from three to ninety- 
three will take quite readily to these 
choice gems of story telling by, perhaps, 
the leading teller of Bible stories on 
earth: THE STORIES OF ETHEL BAR- 
RETT, VOLS. I and II. These are released 
by Christian Faith Recordings as part of 
their Audio Bible Society collection. 
It’s rather difficult in a brief review to 
describe all of the intricate voice types, 
changes of pace, overal) freshness and 


unique content of Miss sarrett’s stories 
Such titles as Joe and God, Waiting for 
Charlie and I Haven’t Time are mean- 
ingless until you’ve heard the plot de- 
velop, seen the characters emerge and 
the tale has been told. The split second 
character changes are quite amazing to 
this listener and reveal an outstanding 
talent in Ethel Barrett. She is able to 
land a laugh, and the pace goes so quick- 
ly that sometimes you find yourself upon 
a still funnier note. This is a perpetual 
source of enjoyment. 

Naturalness is the outstanding ele- 
ment in her work. That’s what makes 
her, and it’s human all the way. The 
spiritual climaxes are good and not over- 
done. This is indeed an effective means 
of communication. Each story takes an 
entire side of the record, but as usual, 
when you’re enjoying something, it’s over 
before you realize it. 


» We receive quite a few letters each 
month asking questions such as: “Our 
church soloist has a glorious voice and 
should be making records. How does he 
get started?” We usually tell the inquirer 
what we told a fellow named Dick Faulk- 
ner, from Hammond, Indiana. We told 
him to get a good accompanist, go to a 
good recording studio, invest a few dol- 
lars and make an audition tape. The 
selections should be two numbers repre- 
senting the scope of his vocal capabilities 
and style. 

Dick did this and sent tapes to dif- 
ferent record companies. He was ac- 
cepted by Zondervan Records and was 
given the go ahead to turn out this al- 
bum called DICK FAULKNER BARI- 
TONE, SONGS OF PRAISE with Dick 
Anthony & Chorus. (ZLP-527). Here we 
have a mellow, rich baritone voice sing- 
ing No One Like Jesus to Me, On a 
Rugged Hill, It is Well With My Soul, 
When I Survey, No One Understands 
Like Jesus, In Times Like These, The 
Garden of My Heart, and Hiding in 
Thee. The chorus, heard perodically 
throughout, is good. 

It’s unusual to have a first record with 
this much talent in the background. 
Dick’s voice is very listenable. This is his 
initial recording and he hasn’t put quite 
as much ease of expression and treat- 
ment in it as he may later on. The po- 
tential is there. 

Mr. Anthony does all the instrumental 
work. This is not an outstanding album, 
but it represents the start of a young 
man who has great possibilities in the 
service of Christ.

“Off the Record” tells which of the 
albums rate highest in his book—and 
why. 


UNDERSTAND you have a difficult time 
making up your mind,” a reticent 
man was asked. After a five-second 
pause the answer came, “Well—yes and 


That’s about the way I am when I’m 
asked to judge, make a decision or just 
lend an opinion on the most outstanding 
performance in an excellent field of 
talent. I go through my little routine of 
inward panic, trying to think of a good 
substitute—anyone but me! So it is this 
time. 

Before we go any farther into this, 
I want to explain what features I look 
for in selecting an outstanding perform- 
ance. The ability of the artist to commu- 
nicate to the listener truth or spiritual 
reality, sensitivity, musical artistry, title 
selections, accompaniment and general 
flavor of the album are all taken into 
consideration. 


+ In the female soloist department, I 
feel that soprano Beth Farnum, in her 
album, AMAZING GRACE (Sacred, 
LP-9036), still heads the list with one of 
the finest, most sensitive and artistic 
expressions I’ve heard yet on gospel re- 
cordings. The treatment of the songs 
satisfies and the instrumental backing 


| (Carmichael) is just right. This is one 


of the few records of 12 selections where 
I feel one band is on a par with the rest 
as to appeal and overall production. 


+ THIS next choice probably will not 
surprise anyone, because the ministry of 
Bev Shea has reached more millions 
than that of any other gospel singer in 


| history. His latest record tops just about 


everything he’s done to date. The back- 
ground, again by Ralph Carmichael, is 
very subtle and commensurate with Bev’s 
expression. The title is THE LOVE OF 
GOD (RCA, LPM-1949). I think that,

And there are more men in the field of 
sacred orchestration than ever before. 

Carmichael’s RHAPSODY IN SACRED 
MUSIC (Sacred, LP-8004) is a master- 
piece and the best of the year. My all- 
time favorite, however, is one that ap- 
peared several years back: Paul Mickel- 
son, SACRED SONGS WITH SINGING 
STRINGS (RCA, LPM-1138). This is an 
,English group with a sound that is lush, 
full-bodied and musical all the way. Two 
of the outstanding things about most of 
Mickelson’s orchestral productions are 
the freshness of instrumentation and 
the maturity of arranging and voicings. 
This is good background as well as fore- 
ground listening.

A New Modern Version 


HOLY BIBLE: The Berkeley Version in Modern English, 
Gerrit Verkuyl, editor-in-chief 


(Zondervan, Grand Rapids, 1233 pages, $7.95)

Mf\wenty able biblical scholars have col- 
laborated to give us a translation of 
Scripture in the language of today. The 
translators represent contemporary con- 
servative scholarship. They represent 
various denominational and geographical 
interests, but they have united in a com- 
mon loyalty to Scripture as the Word of 
God and a common desire to make it 
available in the most attractive and un- 
derstandable way possible. Recognizing 
the changes in the English language and 
in biblical scholarship since the transla- 
tion of the King James Version (1611), 
they have worked with reverence for the 
Bible and have been cautious in rejecting 
time-honored interpretations. 

One feature of the Berkeley Version 
which will evoke comment is the large 
number of footnotes which are described 
as “non-doctrinal,” It is difficult to ex- 
plain Scripture without discussing doc- 
trine, and the Berkeley translators did 
not always adhere to their principle. The 
explanation of the name “Peter” (Matt. 
16:18) will be accepted by most conserva- 
tives, but it is certainly doctrinal in na- 
ture. The same can be said concerning 
the “lake of fire” (Rev. 20:15). 

Passages of Scripture which do not 
appear in the oldest manuscripts and 
which are not includéd in the text of 
recent translations are retained in the 
Berkeley text but placed in parentheses. 
This may be done without comment as in 
Mark 16:9-20, or with a word of expla- 
nation as in John 7:53-8:11. The latter 
reference, the story of Jesus and the 
woman taken in adultery, is accepted as 
original on the grounds that it has a 
“Christ-like ring.” 

Pronouns for deity are not uniformly 
rendered. Jesus is referred to as “You” 


Definitive Work on Prophecy | 


THINGS TO COME, A STUDY IN BIB- 
LICAL ESCHATOLOGY, by J. Dwight 
Pentecost (Dunham, Findlay, O., 633 
pages, $7.95) 


N view of the marvelous advances in the 

scientific realm during recent years 
as well as the perilous condition of world 
affairs, Christians should be concerned 
as never before with the study of biblical 
prophecy. Though there are many good 
books on various aspects of prophecy, 
there has certainly been a need for a 
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in numerous verses (cf. Matt. 3:14; 4:3, 


6, 9), but as “Thou” elsewhere (Matt. | 


14:33; 16:16). The translator evidently 


sought to show the level of spiritual per- 
ception of those who used the pronouns, | 
but his conclusions are in the realm of | 


interpretation rather than translation. 
The translation, “son of the gods,” is ac- 


cepted in Daniel 3:25, but rejected in | 


Matthew 27:54 and Mark 15:39. The 
Aramaic of Daniel was considered de- 
cisive there, but the Greek was felt to 
express deity in the New Testament pas- 
sages. The word doulos is rendered serv- 
ant or slave according to context. 

In common with other recent transla- | 
tions, Berkeley has dispensea with italics 
to indicate words in translation which do 
not form a part of the original text. The 
translation is in paragraph (rather than 
verse) form, and poetry is indicated as 
such. Although translated by a group of 
scholars, Berkeley will rank as a good, | 
thoroughly orthodox, private translation 
(as distinguished from those with ecclesi- 
astical sanction). At times it uses para- 
phrase (cf. Matt. 5:27 with note), but its 
viewpoint is that of informed scholars of | 
conservative persuasion. 

New Testament translations are nu- | 
merous, but Christian laymen have had | 
few translations of the entire Bible to | 
read and study. The reader who has 
limited himself to the King James Ver- 
sion will find fresh insights as he uses 
a modern language edition. Berkeley will 
serve a useful purpose if it makes the 
sacred Scriptures more meaningful to 
Christians of our generation. It can be 
placed in the hands of young people who 
have not been raised in church with con- 
fidence that they will be able to read 
with understanding.

I feel that the most useful thing he 
has accomplished is to trace, in great 
detail and in the chronological order of 
events, God’s announced program for 
the future. For example, there are 70 
pages devoted to the conditions which 
will exist on earth during the millennium 


| regarding the worship of that period, 


the relation of resurrected saints with 
living saints and many other features. 
In addition, there is much space de- 
voted to very important problems of 
prophecy. The first sixty or so pages 
quite convincingly establish the literal 


| method of interpretation as the proper 


one not only for all the rest of the Bible 
but also for its prophetic sections. The 
postmillennial and amillennial views are 





fully discussed and refuted. The same is 
true of the post-tribulation, mid-tribula- 
tion and partial theories of the rapture 
The latter I found tedious to read but 
doubtless it is of great significance. 

This book is not one to be read quickly 
It would take months to digest it. Also 
there are numerous lengthy quotations 
in small type from various authorities 
Perhaps there are too many of these 
Pentecost’s own style is clear, crisp and 
fairly easy to follow. While it would be 
profitable for anyone interested in proph- 
ecy to read the book straight through, 
it will probably be more used as a refer- 
ence volume. To this end it contains a 
good subject index, Scripture reference 
index and bibliography. All in all, the 
author has coped in a commendable way 
with the tremendous subject he tackled

Biography of an Individualist 


MINORITY OF ONE, by Clyde S. Kilby 
(Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 240 pages, 
$3.95) 


If “an institution is the lengthened 
shadow of one man,” then those who 
know Wheaton College and Knox Col- 
lege, both in Illinois, will want to read 
this biography of Jonathan Blanchard, 
the man who established both schools. 
And anyone at all who likes good read- 
ing will not want to miss Dr. Kilby’s 
carefully documented and graphic por- 
trayal of this forthright, vigorous edu- 
cator. 

Sparked with delightful humor, the 
book provides food for reflection in the 
authentic presentation of early American 
culture in all its aspects—economic, 
political, social, educational and religious. 
Impressive are the formidable require- 
ments for college entrance of that day, 
as well as the fact that young Jonathan 
ably began teaching his first school at 
the age of fourteen years and ten 
months, a situation not unusual for the 
times. We are also given glimpses of 
his many spiritual crises. 

Minority of One is an apt title for the 
life story of this blunt, uncompromising 
individualist, whose persistence fre- 
quently got into trouble both himself 
and the causes he was currently cham- 
pioning, the principal ones being the 
provision of a Christian education for 
the abolition of slavery 


and the prohibition of secret societies 
But, as in many others, his faults sprang 
out of his virtues, and his transparent 
honesty would be an_ uncomfortable 
challenge to many a present-day unprin- 
cipled conformist. His staunch life part- 
ner, Mary, ought to come in for a word 
of commendation too. She seemed capa- 
ble of rising to any occasion! 

Of interest is the record of Blanchard’s 
close association with such eminent men 
as John Greenleaf Whittier, Thaddeus 
Stevens, Stephen A. Douglas and Dwight 
L. Moody. But most significant to us of 
another generation is his own lifelong 
enthusiasm for both education and 
Christianity. Near the end of his colorful 
career he wrote to a grandchild: “If your 
Grand Ma had spelled her letters so, I 
should never have married her!” And 
among his last words he spoke with re- 
joicing of “the coming reign of Christ” 
and “the glorious triumph which is sure 
to come.” 

Dr. Kilby, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of English at Wheaton College, 
did extensive research for this biography, 
not only from sources in Illinois, but also 
from the old Blanchard home communit) 
in the Green Mountains of Vermont and 
the archives of Middlebury College 
Jonathan Blanchard’s alma mater. He 
has included numerous _ well - chosen 
photographs and sketches.

THE CRY OF THE WORLD, by Oswald 
J. Smith (Marshall, Morgan & Scott, 
London, 127 pages, $1.25) 


The burden so heavy on the heart of 
the author is evident from the first word. 
The Cry of the World might well be 
named “The Heart Cry of Dr. Oswald J. 
Smith,” a man dedicated to the task of 
reaching the world for Christ. The first 
eight chapters deal with the theme, 
which is expressed in Dr. Smith’s motto, 
“Why should anyone hear the gospel 
twice before everyone has heard it once?” 
The Word of God, the world view, perti- 
nent facts and current church situations 
will unite to add urgency to the correct- 
ness of the author’s purpose in writing. 
“Christianity and the Pagan World,” 
“First Things First,” “Give Ye Them to 
Eat,” “Still They Wait’—these chapter 
titles reveal the constant theme. Any 
pastor will profit by the reading of this 
book and will find much to help him lay 
the missionary challenge before his peo- 


ple. 
The foreword, however, is more than 


| seven pages in length. It is too long and 
| laudatory of Dr. Smith to an unneces- 


sary extreme. Likewise the pertinence 
of the last three or four chapters is 
questionable. While the material is good, 


| there is no obvious relationship to the 


title of the book. Dr. Smith’s statement 
that the church will not be kept from 
the Great Tribulation is also subject to 
question.—Irvine Robertson 


The Larger Life 


A STUDENT PLUS, by Angelyn G. 
Dantuma (Moody, Chicago, 96 pages, 
$2.00) 


The writer of this little book has been 
Dean of Women in Moody Bible Institute 
for the past seventeen years. These 
chapters contain the high Christian 
standards which she holds before the 
women students, and the answers she 
gives to their questions. Her appeal is 
to the Word of God. There is no yielding 
to “the spirit of the modern age,” no 
modifying of the teaching of Scripture 
to suit the trends of today. 

While these chapters are specially ad- 
dressed to students, their message will 
be profitable for all Christian young 
people. The book ought to have a wide 
field of usefulness, both in and beyond 
Christian schools. 

It is to be hoped that Miss Dantuma 
will write a much larger volume on stu- 
dent orientation, in which the various 
themes may be treated more exhaus- 


| tively. For instance, the chapter en- 


titled “What Is My Perspective?” could 
develop the abstract idea of perspective 
more fully, while the themes which grow 
out of it—marriage, discipline, standards, 
etc.—could receive larger treatment in 
their own separate chapters. The possi- 
bilities for a work on Christian ethics 
for young people are enormous, and the

Yo are a high school student in 
Formosa. Basketball is the big 
sport in your country, and, along with 
hundreds of other teenagers, you love 
the thrill and excitement of a fast game. 
You’re also justly proud of your own 
Olympic team, and when they come to 
your school, you wouldn’t miss the game 
even though they are playing the reli- 
gious team from America. You, of course, 
are a good Buddhist and know that those 
Christians teach strange and unbeliev- 
able doctrines. 

Now the game is over. Your team was 
whipped, but oddly enough, that makes 
little difference to you now. You've re- 
turned from the game an entirely differ- 
ent young man from the one who went 
Back in your room you take up pen and 
paper to write the most important letter 
of your life. 

“I was a Buddhist. I used to despise 
those who preached the gospel, thinking 
they were slaves of others. Today your 
basketball team came to my school.

Keen competition kept VV boys on their toes. 
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Day after day the cagers moved over the court 


with the same speed, hustle and accuracy 


Christ. I have decided to accept Him as 
my Saviour, and I want you to send me 
your Bible correspondence course so I 
can know the Lord better.” 

This is an actual letter written to mis- 
sionaries of the Orient Crusades, and it 
is a testimony to the way God used 
eight American athletes in an amazing 
venture for victory in the Far East. With 
the primary purpose of winning men to 
Christ, a team of Christian ball players 
dribbled their way through the Orient 
last summer with a grueling schedule of 
basketball games and gospel services. 


+ To account for this unique evange- 
listic effort, let’s go back to the college 
town of Upland, Ind. in 1952. Don Odle, 
athletic director at Taylor University, 
received a phone call from the tiny is- 
land of Formosa, more than 10,000 miles 
away. Dick Hillis, director of Orient 
Crusades, had just come from a meeting 
with Madame Chiang Kai-shek and 
other Formosan officials and wanted Odle 
to bring a basketball team to the Far 
East. President and Mrs. Chiang Kai- 
shek wanted moral and spiritual training 
for their troops and believed that a 
Bible-basketball mission would encour- 
age free Chinese soldiers to fight godless 
communism. 

Odle was not an evangelist, but he 
quickly saw the opportunities and ac- 
cepted the challenge. Since then seven 
squads of Christian athletes, under the 
name “Venture for Victory,’ have spent 
their summers in this unusual way of 
winning men. 

This year’s team, coached by mission- 
ary and former Taylor University star 
Norm Cook, bounded from Hawaii to 
Wake, Guam, Okinawa, Tokyo, Korea, 
Formosa and Hong Kong. Against col- 
lege teams, army teams and Olympic 
teams, they chalked up 55 wins, one tie 
and one defeat to add to the accumu- 


Half time finds these four college basketball 
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lated records of previous teams—456 wins 
against 6 defeats. But more important 
than this is that 2 million people have 
heard the gospel through this approach 
since 1952. 


+ Does this sound as though it may be a 
peaceful summer pleasure trip? A mem- 
ber of the most recent team recalls, 
“This trip was no picnic.” Playing, 
preaching and traveling day after day 
under the blazing tropical sun is ex- 
hausting punishment for even the best 
trained athlete, and takes every ounce 
of a man’s strength. 

Halfway through the season Coach 
Norm Cook wrote: “Today was another 
busy one. We played two games in a 
downpour of rain . . . we had two gos- 
pel services ... gave our testimonies on 
TV ... marched in a parade... and 
made a radio broadcast. At one of the 
schools, 7,000 students covered the 
ground plus both floor levels and the 
roof top.” 

Conditions have improved since the 
first teams played on dirt and cement 
courts and sometimes slept on floors, but 
it’s still a long, rough journey and in- 
volves personal sacrifice and physical 
hardship. For all the players it means 
giving up summer vacations and salaries. 
Stomachs accustomed to steak and po- 
tatoes do not easily adjust to a diet of 
fish and rice. Dysentery, boils and flu 
are only a few of the ailments that have 
handicapped the squads. 

Home teams were not handicapped by 
the change in diet and extensive travel, 
and they were accustomed to the 100 
degree temperatures. But, with one ex- 
ception, the skill and persistence of the 
Americans kept opposing teams from a 
much coveted victory. The one exception 
was the Chinese Nationalist Olympic 
team which the VV team beat on six 
other occasions. 


players tired, but testifying for Jesus Christ. 
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This vigorous stand against such a 
tough itinerary did not go unnoticed. 
The Manila Times had this to say about 
one team: “A bunch of dedicated young 
men is now in this part of the world to 
preach the Word and play basketball. 
They just returned to Manila from a 
sweat-sapping, bone-hewing, barnstorm- 
ing trip about the country, playing two 
and three games a day, and beat the 
best we have to offer. 
help wonder where .. . they store up the 
stamina that keeps ’em going.” 


+ ODLE realized early that the task of |

the teams was to witness to the saving | 
power of Jesus Christ. “To do this con- | 
vincingly from a basketball court,” he | 


said, “we had to be winners.” So he con- 
sistently picked winners. Besides ability 
on the court, Odle made musical or 
speaking ability and a positive Christian 
testimony requirements for players. 

This year’s squad included the cap- 
tains of the Roberts-Wesleyan College, 
Stanford University and Wheaton Col- 
lege teams. One player was voted the 
most valuable player in the North-South 
All-star game, and another was named 
to the Little All-American team. 

Are there any visible results of this 
missionary work? Figures for this year 
have not been determined yet, but out 
of more than 200,000 who heard the gos- 
pel, more than 4,000 have enrolled in 
the Bible correspondence course. In the 
first few years, two people signed deci- 
sion cards for every point scored on the 


court. Don Odle’s reports from the seven | 


tours bulge with accounts of men and 
women in all stations of life who have 
come to know Jesus Christ through the 
ministry of a handful of basketball 
players. 

The venture has also left its impres- 
ion on the leaders of the Far East. An 
editorial in the Ming Sheng Daily in 


Taichung, Taiwan read: “At such a time | 


when the world situation is so tense, and 
the entire human race is under the 
threat of war, the VV team certainly 
deserves our songs and praises for the | 
holy work of saving human beings, 
which they are doing for the Lord Jesus 
with strenuous toiling in playing ball as 
well as traveling.” 

The message of Venture for Victory 
was summed up by the ambassador of a | 
foreign country who spoke to Odle after 
the coach had addressed a luncheon of | 
the Singapore Rotary Club. “The sincer- 
ity of your message,” he said, “assures | 
me that there is still hope.” Odle is 
quick to add that hope is not in bombs 
or education but in Him who said, “My 
peace I give unto you.” The Venture for

hoop. To sink one now would sew up the 
game, so he did what seemed the natural 
| thing for a Christian—he prayed. Then 
he shot ... and missed. 

Wasn't his prayer answered? Wasn’t 
the Lord helping him play his best? 
What happened? 

I think I know. When Al took that 
shot, he had the wrong slant on two 
things: the basket and his object in 
playing. Maybe you won’t buy the next 
statement without a little explanation, 
but the Christian who has thought things 
through will not put success ahead of 
everything else. He wants to win and 
plays to win. He even asks God to help 
him do his best. But once on the athletic 
field, he remembers that glorifying God 
comes before scoring a point or winning 
the game. 

Maybe there were other reasons why 
Al missed that shot, but do you suppose 
that as he balanced himself on the free 
throw line, he forgot he was serving God 
and asked God to serve him? You see, 
winning is an earthly ambition, and 
when Christ saved us, He gave us higher 
goals. Besides this, when you pray simply 
for victory or for the point after touch- 
down, you are asking God to take your 
side against someone else that you may 
win and the other man lose. What makes 
us think that Christ would use His power 
to bring glory to us? 

Now I didn’t say we shouldn’t try to 
win. In fact if we don’t try our best to 
win, there’s little reason for playing. 
Neither does this mean that we can’t 
enjoy the glory of the game if, in so 
doing, we are glorifying God. Of course, 
this is true in any area of life. “Whatso-

ever ye do, do all to the glory of God,” 
the Bible says. 

It may be that you can glorify God in 
losing. I know a Christian college basket- 
ball team that lost all its games except 
three. Does that mean that these fellows 
weren’t living right? Not so! They were 
solid, surrendered Christian athletes. I 
do know that their clean playing, the 
way in which they accepted the decisions 
of the officials and their team spirit con- 
tinually amazed several referees who 
had never seen anything like it in all 
their years of calling shots. The testi- 
mony of these men on the court meant 
much more than their gathering for 
prayer before the game. 

Why does the Christian play ball, swim 
or run the mile? The reasons given by a 
long line of Christian athletes from Gil 
Dodds to Donn Moomaw fall into two 
groups: First, athletics helps them. The 
same qualities learned on the field are 
necessary for living the Christian life 

Then, they use athletics. Here they 
can live and exhibit the things that 
others preach—win or lose. Countless 
opportunities open up to witness for 
Christ in word or deed. 

Pole-vaulter Bob Richards said, “My 
only reason for being in sports is to 
give my testimony to the youth of the 
world that Christ can save from sin 

.’ Decathlon champ Rafer Johnson 
wrote that only through athletics 
“Would I have the chance to meet and 
talk with people in other countries about 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

The glory of victory on the athletic 
field will quickly fade, but a testimony 
scored for Jesus Christ will last forever. 
At the end of the season, the official 
scorebook will be put away to gather 
dust, but the points recorded in heaven 
will have eternal value. R.E.W.

Time Out...

pas your biggest problem as a 
Christian teen-ager? A job? Your 
steady? Popularity? Standards? 
Could be any one of them, but 
chances are you’ve got another problem 
which you may not have tackled: time. 

Look. You’ve got studies, perhaps a 
job, a class activity, maybe a_ sport, 
church functions, Youth for Christ club 
and a Saturday night rally. And when 
you add it all up, plus time for meals 
and sleep, it comes out to a grand total 
of 179 hours needed each week for every- 
thing. Okay? There’s just one catch: 
there are only 168 hours in a week— 
unless, of course, Congress creates an 
eighth day, which isn’t likely. 

Into this confusing picture come your 
teachers, all afflicted with grade-itis. 
And quite reasonably so. After all, it’s 
not the least bit flattering to deliver 
pearls of knowledge to intelligent young 
America, only to have it returned in 
such horribly abused, pitifully small 
quantities at test time! 

As if that weren’t enough, then come 
your parents, whom the average teen- 
ager has such a difficult time raising. 
Parents are notorious for such off-beat 
ideas as this one: because they’ve been 
around longer than you they know more 
than you do. The worst feature of this 
brand of reasoning is that it’s almost 100 
per cent correct! Especially when it 
comes to matters like getting your stud- 
ies, keeping up your grades, getting your 
proper rest and other equally confining 
parental ideas. 

Cheer up, though! There is a variety 
of solutions to the time problem. Like 
the one the dear, sweet little girl offered

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when she commented, ‘“There’s so much 
to do at school, I guess I'll just have to 
give up going to classes!” Fun for the 
moment, maybe, but hardly the best 
solution in the long run. 

+ We’vE taken time to discuss “time” 
with numerous teens, parents and teach- 
ers. May we leave you with a few 
thoughts on how best to use it in this 
hectic twentieth century? 

First, budget your time. Most of us 
could do everything we’re doing now 
(or nearly everything) if we took time 
to plan our activities. So map out your 
entire week, taking your activities, stud- 
ies, job, Christian responsibilities, etc., 
into account. Go over this schedule with 
your folks—they’ll be glad to help. 

Then stick to it! If you’ve got a 
church youth group meeting Friday eve- 
nings from eight till nine, there’s no 
need to kill the whole evening. Hit the 
books from 6:30 till 7:30, then back at 
it when you get home. Include time for 
daily Bible reading and prayer. 

By the way, if you say you’ll be home 
at a certain time, be there .. . or at least 
phone home if some emergency comes 
up. And “home early,” our latest impar- 
tial survey of parents shows, means a 
reasonable time before midnight, not 
early in the morning! A second conclu- 
sion of the survey was the parental con- 
viction that “kids on their way to heaven 


' should be in bed by eleven (thirty) !” 


Next, be thorough in what you do. 
Work doesn’t bother some people; they 
can sit and look at it for hours. Others 
spend so much time worrying and fuss- 
ing about the job they never get to it. 

Whatever you do, do it right! The 


Bible says a Christian should “do al] 
things to the glory of God.” In other 
words, do your best with His strength 
Apply that verse to studies, sports, a 
school or class office, as well as your 
church work. Being a Christian is a big 
responsibility. You'll find it won't take 
much longer to do your job right! 

Now for the last point ... and let’s 
really level on this one. To do the most 
important things right, you may have to 
drop some of your present activities. 
And you'd better make the choice, or 
somebody else may make it for you. 

Example: a young high-school gir! is 
told by her parents, “We want you to 
leave off such-and-such a Christian 
activity. You just don’t have time for it.” 
What should she do? 

Well, first, the Bible says to honor 
your parents, and it means exactly that. 
She should do what her parents request, 
and do it cheerfully. Then, she could 
turn to them and suggest that the Chris- 
tian activity means a lot to her and she’s 
willing to give up anything else for it. 

Result? Her parents’ respect because of 
her obedience and attitude, and their 
probable cooperation. 


+ Here’s the real test of your devotion 
to Christ: Are you willing to give up 
something you like to do for something 
you know is more important? As a Chris- 
tian, you should put your service for 
Him right on top, along with your stud- 
ies. Then check down the list of activi- 
ties from there—what could go? 
Hard decisions? Sure. But the Lord’s 
work is important. You know that. As for 
your studies, time will pass. The big 
question is, will you? ENpD

0. My parents are Christians but di- 
yvoreed. How should I act toward them, 
and to which one should I be loyal? 

A. The commandment of God to “honor 
thy father and thy mother” is not quali- 
fied with reference to their conduct. The 
parents being separated in no way re- 
lieves a child of his responsibility to 
honor them both, though he may seldom 
see them and live with neither one of 
them. To honor them does not mean that 
you condone all their actions, but that 
you are not to be bitter towards them or 
unloving. For this the grace of the Lord 
will prove sufficient. 

Having the proper attitude, it should 
not be difficult from then on to know 
where your loyalty should lie. “There 
should be a balance of loyalty toward 
both father and mother. Though your 
father and mother are separated, no 
doubt each of them has a strong affec- 
tion for you, and will always welcome 
your loving and loyal response. 


Q. I am a new Christian, and deeply 
troubled about my past sins. Should I 
ask forgiveness from everyone whom I 
have offended? I have sinned morally 
against someone. Can I make restitution 
in some way? 

A. As a Christian you must learn to 
claim by faith such verses as Romans 
5:1: “Therefore, being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” This means that God, 
looking upon you, does not see your 
sins any longer. He sees only the right- 
eousness of Christ, who died for you. 

As to your lack of peace of mind to- 
ward those against whom you have 
sinned in the past, turn to Acts 16 and 
read of the Philippian jailor. After he 
was saved, he sought to heal the stripes 
and wounds of Paul and Silas which he 
had inflicted upon them when they were 
in jail. In the same way we should try 
to make amends or restitution for sins 
we have committed against others in 
every case where it is possible. 

In sins of a moral nature, this is some 
times very difficult. These we must leave

under the blood of Christ, and then go 
on to serve Him, confident that we are 
“justified by faith.” 


Q. I was never taught to study, or en- 
couraged to get somewhere in life. I 
know that that is a wrong attitude for a 
Christian. Is there anything I can do 
about it now? 

A. Nothing will give you the incentive 
to study or “to get somewhere in life” 
like seeking and finding the will of God. 
God does have a plan for our lives (see 
Ephesians 2:10) and He will reveal that 
plan to us (see Psalm 32:8). 

But possibly your problem is first a 
spiritual one. Many students I have 
known have dawdled through school un- 
til they came to a place of absolute sur- 
render to Jesus Christ. From then on 
they were filled with a burning desire to 
know His will. Having found it, the 
entire course and direction of their life 
changed, their attitude toward studies 
and very purpose for living became com- 
pletely altered. 

God may want you to be a missionary 
on the foreign field some day. Have you 
faced that issue? Perhaps there is some 
form of full-time Christian service to 
which He may call you. And, possibly, 
in the professional field, or in business, 
or some other secular employment there 
is something for which you are especially 
qualified that you can do to the very 
best of your ability, with the Lord's help. 

The young man, Timothy, was admon- 
ished to show himself “approved unto 
God” (II Tim. 2:15). God’s approval 
gives us a fresh motive for study and 
training and preparation. “And .what- 
soever ye do, do it heartily, as unto the 
Lord, and not unto men, knowing that

His Place for You 


URING the past few months as we 
l) have corresponded I have been ask- 

ing the Lord to make His will very, 
very clear to you. I’m sure He will. 

I am concerned, however, lest you fail 
to utilize all the possible means the Lord 
has seen fit to use in bringing others to 
a certain knowledge of His place of serv- 
ice. Many excellent books and articles 
have been written and are available 
through missions and Christian publish- 
ing houses. So I am not going to attempt 
to cover all the suggestions contained in 
these. But I would like to put down, for 
what help they may be to you, a few 
ideas that have been helpful in my own 
experience. 

I have deliberately omitted lengthy 
references to Scripture in my letters to 
you because time simply did not permit 
and I did not want my letters to become 
sermons. But I wouldn’t want you to 
think for a moment, Bob, that the Word 
of God is to be left to any minor place 
in the matters we have been discussing. 

Saturate your whole life, your think- 
ing, your praying, with the Word of God. 
There and there alone you find clearly 
portrayed God’s great purposes and pro- 
gram. There you will find that there 
are “good works which God hath before 
ordained that you should walk in them.” 

In the Scriptures you will find recorded 
how God guided His servants of old. This 
may show how He may guide you. At 
the very least it will reassure you that 
He will guide you, if your heart begins 
to doubt. 

You need assurance both to start and 
also to carry through what the Lord 
leads you to do. Just as we test all doc- 
trine, so test each leading of the Lord 
to see if it is consistent with the Book. 
If it is not, you may be assured that it is 
not of Him. 

Keep informed about where the Lord 
needs workers. Ask missionary speakers, 
read mission literature, be on the alert 
constantly for information on the places 
where missionaries are needed, the types 
of workers needed, and the missions 
working in or near the areas of greatest 
need. 

Pray over each such item of infor- 
mation that comes your way. Wherever 
the Lord needs a man, you are poten- 
tially a candidate, for that may be the 
place He wants you. How do you find 
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out? By sitting around waiting for a 
voice from heaven? No—by laying that 
need and your life before Him together 
in prayer and asking Him if He can use 
you in meeting that need. 

Apply to the Lord of the harvest. 
When the place of His choice for you 
comes along, and you are right there 
before Him in prayer, eager and willing, 
it won’t be hard for Him to make His 
will clear to you. His business is to make 
His will known. Ours is to find it and do 
it. 

Investigate mission boards, their fields 
of labor, types of field work, need of 
workers, training recommended, prac- 
tices and policies concerning allocation 
of workers, field authority and adminis- 
tration, pioneer vision, adherence to in- 
digenous principles, place of the Scrip- 
ture in their actual field work and their 
handling of finances. 

When you apply to a mission be sure, 
after getting informed and then pray- 
ing over it, that you will be happy work- 
ing under its policies. Don’t forget that 
you are joining a team, and you are go- 
ing to play where you are put; seek to 
help the team succeed, not just play 
for self. 

Be sure the mission is doing the type 
of work that you personally feel the 
Lord would have you engage in. I frankly 
believe it is equally important that you 
be guided of the Lord with respect to the 
type of work, as that you be guided as 
to the mission you work with. It is pos-

Both are important.

Don’t make your 
decision as to whether you do His will or 
not after you know what He wants you 
to do. That is to question His very 
nature and love and wisdom. The only 
reasonable attitude of heart is to be 
wholly committed to do His will, sight 
unseen, before you know what it is.

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What Does the Bible Say? 


Tempted—But Triumphant! 


By Anthony C. Capon 


RE you experiencing a complete and 
A daily victory over temptation? That 

is the question we are going to try 
to deal with in this month’s Bible study. 
What has the Bible to say about how the 
Christian is to find victory? 

Let me remind you of the method we 
use. I recommend that you have a Bible, 
a notebook and a pencil. Then find the 
Bible verses that are referred to, and 
answer the questions in your notebook. 
In this way you will soon have notes on 
a large number of key topics pertaining 
to the Christian life. But let your answer 
to each question be as full as possible, 
and write down the Bible reference also, 
so that your book will be of permanent 
value. 


+ WE will look for four Bible secrets of 
victory over temptation, and the first is 


| that it is a matter of resting. 


You will find this in Isaiah 30:15. In 
this verse God, “the Holy One of Israel,” 
tells us how we may find salvation from 
the power of the enemy. It is in what? 
To whom do you think we should con- 
stantly be “returning” in order to have 
rest? Remember that Jesus said, “Come 
unto Me...and I will give you rest” 
(Matt. 11:28). 

In what two things shall we find our 
“strength?” Do you think it means quiet- 
ness of body or quietness of heart? When 
the verse says “confidence,” who do you 
suppose is the one in whom we should 
have confidence? 

Our verse has shown us, then, that the 
first key to victory is to have an inward 
calm through constantly coming to God 
and having confidence in Him. Now look 
at Jude 24. Here is the reason why we 
may have confidence in Him. What is 
God “able” to do? You will see that He 
can stop us from doing something and 
also that He can give us a certain kind 
of character when we appear before His 
glory. Write down these two truths. 

So why may we be calm and confi- 


| dent? What do we know about God? Yes, 


even though we know we have a fear- 
some enemy (Satan), we can have rest 
of heart. 

Look at Romans 6:14. What guarantee 
has God given us? When one buys an 
appliance, one is often given a guarantee, 
but it will sometimes turn out, when read 
carefully, that it is only very limited, 
both in time and in the kind of defects 
it covers. Is there any limit to God's 
guarantee in this verse? 


Does He say that the guarantee only 
covers certain kinds of sin? Does He say 
that there are certain sins which cannot 
be overcome and must therefore be toler- 
ated? 

The first secret therefore is that we 
do not need to become worried about 
temptation. We may rest in God. He is 
able to overcome, and He has promised 
to do so. 


+ THE second secret is that it is a matter 
of recognizing. You cannot overcome 
temptation if you do not recognize it 
when it comes. This means that your 
conscience must be educated, so that it 
can give you clear warning in good time. 

But, you may say, surely one’s con- 
science is always a reliable guide to right 
and wrong! Certainly not! Some peo- 
ple’s conscience is so over-sensitive that 
it will hardly allow them to do anything! 
Many people, on the other hand, have a 
conscience that is half asleep, and Satan 
finds them easy prey since they do not 
even recognize his temptations for what 
they are. 

Philippians 4:8 gives us an important 
way of getting our conscience right. 
What is it? What kind of things are we 
told to “think” about? Some people 
might consider such things “sissy,” but 
we should not mind that. I think one 
thing that follows from this verse is that 
we should beware lest, through following 
the fashion of this world, we should fill 
our minds with unclean things. Especial- 
ly with regard to such things as news- 
papers, comics or TV, we should beware 
of items exploiting sex and violence. This 
will tend to confuse our conscience and 
make it difficult for it to give us reliable 
guidance. 

What is the chief source of teaching 
about right and wrong? See Pslam 119: 
9-11. How can one make and keep one’s 
way clean? Verse 9. What must we not 
wander from? Verse 10. And if we are to 
avoid sin, what must we have and what 
must we do with it? Verse 11. These are 
important verses. We must not be ig- 
norant of Satan’s devices. If we read 
God’s Word daily, we shall be prepared 
for Satan’s temptations, for they will al- 
ways be contrary to what we have read. 
We shall recognize them. 


+ Tue third secret about victory over 
temptation is that it is a matter of reck- 
oning. You will find that word in Ro- 
mans 6:11. 
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What are we to reckon ourselves to be, 
so far as sin is concerned? What are we, 
unto God? You see, this verse refers back 
to the great decision we made when we 


took our stand for Jesus Christ. That | 


decision was to renounce sin and to 
commit all our life to Christ. Therefore, 
Paul says, so far as sin is concerned, we 
are dead. 


This can be a great strength in temp- | 


tation. When you are tempted to sin, 
remember that you have already decided 
against it—when you became a Chris- 
tian. Satan is trying to get a rise out of 
a dead man; it’s a hopeless task! 

This is really the meaning of that 
wonderful verse, 
what Paul says in the first five words. 
What has happened to him? The old 
life, with its self-pleasing,

low standards and ambition, came to a | 


definite and final end. The “I,” the for- 
mer Paul, was nailed firmly and ir- 
revocably to the cross. 

“Nevertheless I live!” Paul goes on. 
“Yet not I, but...’—what? The only life 
he now has that is worth mentioning is 
Jesus Christ within him. 


+ Now we come to the last secret of 


victory, a very simple yet important one. | 


It is a matter of resisting! If you are 
truly resting in a wonderful Lord; if you 
have recognized some temptation for 
what it is; if you really reckon yourself 
to be dead unto sin; then you are ready 
to resist temptation to the death. 

Look at I Peter 5:8,9. Who is our ad- 
versary, and what is he compared with? 
What is he doing and what is he looking 
for? Then, in verse 9, what must we do, 
and how should we do it? Certainly we 
must not parley with him, but shout a 
great “No” in his face! But we must not 
resist in our own strength; we must be 
stedfast in... what? 

See where Paul placed his faith when 
he had to strive against 
Turn to Philippians 4:13. Where did Paul

get his strength? How many things did | 


this enable him to do? 
Often the difference between us and 


Paul is that we say, “Oh, I just can’t!” | 


whereas Paul says, “I can!” 
Lastly, see from Hebrews 2:18 why 


Jesus Christ is able to help us in our | 
temptations. What has He Himself ex- | 


perienced? What can He therefore do? 


(“Succour” means “bring help to.”) You 
see, during His life on earth He went | 
through temptations of all kinds, more | 
severe than we have to face. He knows | 
the trouble, so He also knows exactly the | 


kind of help that is needed. 

That ends our Bible study. Now you 
must make it personal. What tempta- 
tions still make you fall? Where are your 
weak points? Go through the four secrets 
again, and pray with all your heart that 
God will grant you the victory—right 
now! END 
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
